MILESTONES 



Died: Maryland-bred Bug River, who 
won the Maryland Hunt Cup timber 
stakes 2004 and 2006 for Northwood 
Stables, trainer Regina Welsh and jockeys 
Blair Waterman (now Wyatt) in 2004 and 
Chris Gracie in 2006. The bay gelding 
was 23. The son of Polish Numbers also 
finished second in the 2005 (by a half- 
length) and 2007 races. 

Bred by B.E.B. Stable, the foal of 1993 
was produced from the Pilot Ship mare 
Bug Eyed Betty. Bred by Sidney Watters 
Jr., Bug Eyed Betty won eight races, 
including six stakes, for trainer Dickie 
Small and owner Thomas Bateman Jr. 
Racing for the same connections early 
in his career, Bug River won three of 
17 starts on the flat (and placed in three 
stakes) before emerging in 2001 as a tim¬ 
ber horse. The bay gelding was first or 
second in every timber race he finished, 
compiling a record of three wins and six 
seconds in 16 starts.

Bred by Alan Kline and family, the gray 
son of Grindstone and the Cozzene mare 
Cozelia won once in seven starts on the 
flat in 2009 before joining the steeple¬ 
chase ranks with trainer Alicia Murphy 
and owner Mike Wharton. Grinding 
Speed won over hurdles in 2011, and 
blossomed into a timber star the follow¬ 
ing season. His eight victories included 
stakes triumphs in the International 
Gold Cup (three times), Virginia Gold 
Cup (twice) and My Lady’s Manor. In 
2015, he won three of five starts and 
earned $124,550 to take home the divi¬ 
sion championship and the Maryland- 
bred steeplechase championship. Twice a 
Fasig-Tipton Midlantic graduate ($3,200 
as a yearling and $11,000 as a 2-year-old), 
Grinding Speed won 10 races and earned 
$315,940 in 36 career starts. Now 11, 
his second career will be as Wharton’s 
foxhunter with the Green Spring Valley 
Hounds. 

Announced: Discussions toward 
upgrading the race course and other pub¬ 
lic equine facilities at Fair Hill, by the 
state Department of Natural Resources 
and the Maryland Horse Industry Board. 
Stakeholders representing the various 
interests at Fair Hill (flat racing, steeple¬ 
chase racing, eventing, the Cecil County 
Fair, etc.) have been in discussions 
regarding implementation of the 2015 
Maryland Horse Park System Study which 
recommended Fair Hill as the equestrian 
field event venue. Implementation centers 
around enhancements to existing facili¬ 
ties and infrastructure that would support 
improved conditions for a wide variety of 
horse sports and activities at the current 
race course and fair grounds property at 
the corner of Md. Routes 213 and 273. 
“New economic data shows that the 
state’s equine industry has grown 23 per¬ 
cent in the last five years and contributes 
$1.15 billion in annual economic activ¬ 
ity,” said Jim Steele, chair of the MHIB. 
“Improving equine facilities at Fair Hill is 
a vital part of this industry-wide renais¬ 
sance. We have to stay current and make 
sure our competition venues meet the 
needs of the equestrian community.” 

The Fair Hill race course, across Route 
273 from the Fair Hill Training Center, 
has hosted steeplechase meets since 1934 
and includes a 1-mile turf course, hurdle 
course and outer timber-course loop. The 



Fair Hill Races occur there each May, and 
the course is also used for workouts by 
area trainers and other events including 
the Scottish Games and high school cross 
country meets. In addition, the property 
is home to the Cecil County Fair, the 
Fair Hill International three-day event 
and the headquarters of the National 
Steeplechase Association, Thoroughbred 
Racing Associations and Thoroughbred 
Racing Protective Bureau. 

Finished: A 3,300-mile journey across 
most of the United States, ex-racehorses 
Primitivo and Solar Express and riders 
Valerie Ashker and Peter Friedman, 
to raise awareness for off-the-track 
Thoroughbreds. Ashker, 60, and the 
now 8-year-old California-bred geld¬ 
ing Primivito, who lost all four starts 
in his racing career, left California with 
Friedman and his then 17-year-old 
California-bred gelding Solar Express 
(a winner of one of 10 starts) via 
U.S. Route 50 May 9. They arrived 
at Middleburg Training Center in 
Middleburg, Va., Nov. 19. 

Accredited: Eight new Thoroughbred 
aftercare organizations including 
Maryland’s Foxie G Foundation, 
announced the Thoroughbred Aftercare 
Alliance in November. Twenty-seven 
organizations were accredited in 2016, 
bringing the total to 64. The list includes 
11 regional facilities: After the Races 
in Nottingham, Pa.; Bright Futures 
Farm in Cochranton, Pa.; Brook Hill 
Retirement Center in Forest, Va.; 

Days End Farm in Woodbine, Md.; 
Equine Rescue of Aiken in Aiken, 

S.C.; MidAtlantic Horse Rescue 
in Chesapeake City, Md.; R.A.C.E. 

Fund in Harrisburg, Pa.; South 
Jersey Thoroughbred Rescue in 
Pennington, N.J.; Foxie G Foundation 
in Libertytown, Md.; Thoroughbred 
Placement Resources in Upper 
Marlboro, Md.; and War Horses at Rose 
Bower in Appomattox, Va. All accredited 
organizations undergo a thorough 
application and inspection process prior 
to accreditation being awarded to ensure 
they meet the TAA’s Code of Standards 
covering five areas: operations, education, 
horse health care management, facility 
standards and services, and adoption 
policies and protocols.

Hired: By Country Life Farm and 
Merryland Farm, Jackie Savoye, as the 
farm trainer at Merryland in Hydes, Md. 
Savoye is a former assistant to trainer 
Dale Capuano and worked for Gary 
Capuano and Mary Eppler. She replaces 
Matt McCarron, who accepted a position 
with trainer Doug Fout in Virginia. 

Defended: The Penn Gaming 
Challenge title as top jockey, Javier 
Castellano, after topping the standings 
for the third straight year. Castellano fin¬ 
ished the 24-race series with 147 points, 

10 more than runner-up Florent Geroux, 
and celebrated victories aboard Stanford 
in the $1.25 million Charles Town Classic 
Stakes-G2, Dig Deep in the Robert 
Hilton Memorial Stakes, Sweet Victory in 
the Penn Oaks and Rise Up in the Wild 
and Wonderful Stakes. Mark Casse took 
his first training title with 120 points, 37 
more than Todd Pletcher. Casse won the 
$500,000 Penn Mile Stakes-G3 with Catch 
a Glimpse and was second in the John 
Connally Turf Cup-G3 with Kaigun. 

Installed: As president of the American 
Association of Equine Practitioners, Vir¬ 
ginia veterinarian Dr. R. Reynolds Cowles 
Jr., at the organization’s 62nd annual con¬ 
vention in December. Raised on a dairy 
farm in Statesville, N.C., Cowles received 
his veterinary degree from Oklahoma State 
University in 1967. Following graduation, 
he accepted a position at Georgetown 
Veterinary Hospital in Charlottesville, Va., 
where he later became a partner. After 11 
years, the practice split, and Cowles estab¬ 
lished Blue Ridge Equine Clinic in Earlys- 


ville, Va., in 1979. The clinic serves central 
Virginia and the Shenandoah Valley. 

Cowles is a longtime advocate of the 
horse industry, particularly in Virginia 
where he serves on the Virginia Racing 
Commission’s Racing Safety and Medi¬ 
cation Committee. He also serves on the 
National Steeplechase Association board 
of directors and chairs the NSA’s Safety 
Committee. Recipient of the Virginia 
Veterinary Medical Association’s Distin¬ 
guished Veterinarian Award in 2009, 
Cowles is a past president of the Virginia 
Thoroughbred Association and served on 
the Advisory Committee for the Marion 
duPont Scott Equine Medical Center at 
Virginia Tech as well as the Research 
Advisory Committee for Grayson-Jockey 
Club Research Foundation. 

Announced: Dates for the first five 
months of the Charles Town Races live 
racing schedule for 2017. Charles Town 
will run 76 live dates from Jan. 11 to May 
20 on Wednesday, Thursday, Friday and 
Saturday evenings. The remainder of 
the 2017 schedule was to be taken up at 
the West Virginia Racing Commission’s 
December meeting. Charles Town also 
released its 2017 stakes schedule, topped 
by the $1.25 milli on Charles Town 
Classic-G2 April 22. 

Upgraded: The Pennsylvania Derby 

from Grade 2 to Grade 1, according to 
the Thoroughbred Owners and Breeders 
Association’s American Graded Stakes 
Committee’s list of U.S. graded and listed 
stakes for 2017. Other races in the region 
upgraded for 2017 are Penn National’s 
Penn Mile Stakes from Grade 3 to 
Grade 2 and Laurel Park’s Safely Kept 
Stakes from listed black type to listed. 
Downgraded graded races in the region 


were Laurel’s Commonwealth Derby 
from Grade 2 to Grade 3, Monmouth 
Park’s Monmouth Cup Stakes from 
Grade 2 to Grade 3 and Jersey Shore 
Stakes from Grade 3 to listed, and 
Mountaineer’s West Virginia Derby from 
Grade 2 to Grade 3. 

Added: To the National Museum of 
Racing’s Joe Hirsch Media Roll of Honor, 
Marylander Jim McKay, for his contribu¬ 
tions to the coverage of Thoroughbred 
racing during a long career in broadcasting. 

A native of Philadelphia and graduate 
of Maryland’s Loyola College, McKay was 
one of the most visible and vibrant pres¬ 
ences in racing media, as he covered numer¬ 
ous major events in the sport, including the 
Triple Crown, prior to his death in 2008. 
His legacy was further assured in 1986 
when he founded Maryland Million Day, a 
series of races for Maryland-sired runners 
that now carries his name. The event was 
the first state-bred showcase in American 
racing and has led to numerous other states 
implementing similar programs. 

McKay spent 37 years as the host of 
the popular Wide World of Sports on ABC 
and covered the NFL, the Olympics, auto 
racing, World Cup soccer and more. He 
received two Emmy Awards — one for 
sports and one for news —for his 1972 cov¬ 
erage of the summer Olympic Games in 
Munich, Germany, which included cover¬ 
age of the terror attack that resulted in the 
deaths of 11 Israeli Olympians. Overall, 
McKay won 13 Emmy Awards and is a 
member of the American Sportscasters 
Hall of Fame. McKay was the 1999 Honor 
Guest for the Thoroughbred Club of 
America’s Annual Testimonial Dinner. 

Lexington Herald-Leader writer Maryjean 
Wall, a three-time Eclipse Award winner, 
will also join the Media Roll of Honor.

For De Francis family, 
a big day, and memories of dad

W hile the De Francis Dash means much to many, for Joe De Francis, his sister, 
Karin and their immediate family, November’s 25th running of the De Francis 
Dash had a different meaning. They were thinking of their father, Frank, in 
whose honor the race is named. 

“The one thing that always impresses me the most is how many people have great 
stories to tell about my father,” Joe De Francis said prior to the race. “He had such a 
profound impact on so many people, and not just in racing.” 

Frank De Francis and partners Robert and John Manfuso and Martin Jacobs owned 
Laurel and then both it and Pimlico during the second half of the 1980s. De Francis, 
the New York Times said when he passed, was given “most of the credit for saving 
Maryland’s racing.” 

Joe De Francis, a lawyer by training who assumed the presidency of the Maryland 
Jockey Club on his father’s death, recalls wanting to create a race that would be a fitting 
tribute to his father shortly after he passed away in August 1989. 

From the get-go, the De Francis Dash was able to attract many of the best older 
sprinters from across the country. Fittingly, the inaugural running of the De Francis 
Dash-on Aug. 18, 1990, a year to the day following Frank De Francis’ death-had a 
genuine local feel as Northern Wolf, a Maryland-bred son of Wolf Power (SAf) trained 
by former Major League baseball player Hank Allen and conditioned at the Bowie 
Training Center, posted a mild upset in track record time. 

Over the years, an all-star cast of sprinters visited central Maryland, among them 
Eclipse Award winners Housebuster, Cherokee Run, Smoke Glacken and Thor’s Echo, 
as well as Hall of Fame fillies Safely Kept and Xtra Heat, who took on the boys. 

“All of the editions of the De Francis Dash have a special meaning,” Joe De Francis 
said. “But it’s obviously difficult all of the emotions that we felt watching the first run¬ 
ning at Pimlico since it was so close to my dad’s passing. We wanted to create a race 
that would truly reflect everything my father did for the sport in Maryland. For our 
family, De Francis Dash Day is the equivalent of the Kentucky Derby and the Dubai 
World Cup. It’s not as big a purse, but the meaning for us is still very, very important.” 

This De Francis day, Joe, Karin, and other family members would mingle around 
the winner’s circle following the big race (they were all smiles as Ivan Fallunovalot 
returned for the win photo). “This is always one of our favorite days of the year,” De 
Francis said. “. . . the De Francis Dash has always been a fitting tribute to my father 
and everything that he meant for racing and everything that racing meant to him and 
it’s always an emotional day.”

Wsmi's Your Wish 


Some 10 years after meeting in 2007, Be v Strauss and What’s Your Wish are still a team. 


ui adore this horse and he personally vali- 
I dates everything we do.” 

Bev Strauss, co-founder and 
president of MidAdantic Horse Rescue, 
has spearheaded the redemption of more 
than 1,000 slaughter-bound ex-racehorses 
since the nonprofit was formed in 2002. 
But her lofty praise—and self-professed 
“giddiness”-is reserved for just one: 

What’s Your Wish. 

Strauss vividly remembers the day 
in 2007 when Susan Kearney, one of 
MAHR’s “Friends of Twilight,” sent her 
a cell phone photo and the tattoo number 
of a Thoroughbred gelding she spotted 
at the New Holland livestock auction in 
Pennsylvania. 

“We weren’t there that day for some 
reason,” Strauss said. “Susan was looking 
for a particular horse who had been 
running at Parx. She saw a dark bay 
horse tied up by the cows who was really 
creating a fuss. He was totally freaking 


out, so they moved him. Susan’s not really 
a horse person but decided to see if she 
could read his tattoo. She got it, which 
was amazing, and she called me.” 

At that time—early 2007 —online 
searches were not available and it was 
necessary to contact The Jockey Club 
directly to obtain information from its 
database. Strauss found out that What’s 
Your Wish “was a pretty good horse.” 

Bred in Pennsylvania by Hidden Lane 
Farms, What’s Your Wish began his career 
full of hope and luster as a 2-year-old in 
2000. Campaigned by his breeder, the son 
of Metfield out of the Raised Socially 
mare Debutante’s Wish won convincingly 
at first asking in a maiden special weight 
at Philadelphia Park. From there, trainer 
Guadalupe Preciado vaulted the horse 
into stakes company and he placed 
third in Philadelphia Park’s Valley Forge 
Stakes. Fifteen days later he finished a 
dismal ninth in Belmont Park’s Pilgrim 


Stakes-G3 behind winner Volponi, 
who would go on to score in the 2002 
Breeders’ Cup Classic-Gl. 

What’s Your 
Wish rebounded 
with a victory in the 
Pennsylvania Futurity 
and then wrapped up 
his freshman season 
with another win in 
an allowance at Laurel 
Park. It was enough to 
earn him the tide of 
Pennsylvania’s champion 
2-year-old male for the 
year. 

With his connections 
thinking Triple Crown 
trail in 2001, What’s 
Your Wish faced mosdy 
stakes company. Making 
only five starts, he was 
never worse than fifth. 
He finished third in the 
Whirlaway at Aqueduct, 
the Woodlawn at 
Pimlico, and Monmouth 
Park’s Jersey Derby-G3. 

He had a busy season 
as a 4-year-old in 2002, 
didn’t run at all in 2003, 
and came back at age 6 
in 2004. Hidden Lane 
Farms kept him with 
Preciado throughout 
his career until he was lost in a claim at 
Philadelphia Park in April 2005 to owner/ 
trainer Rafael Castro. 

After a steady decline through the 
claiming ranks, trainer Bryan George 
took What’s Your Wish for $4,000 at 
Philadelphia Park in July 2006. That 
year was by far the 8-year-old gelding’s 
toughest; he started 18 times, winning just 
twice and earning $26,799. 

He never won a race for George, 
who retired him that December after he 
finished sixth at Penn National while 
running for a $2,500 tag. The career that 
had begun with such promise ended with 
a line of 63-11-9-7 and $249,630 earned. 

Strauss was able to piece together his 
story from there. 

“Bryan George sold Wish for $500 to a 
woman in Pottstown, Pa., to be a dressage 
horse for her daughter. She decided the 
horse wasn’t at all what she wanted. So 
she called a dealer out there who goes to 
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New Holland a lot and asked him if he wanted to buy the horse. 
He said no, he wasn’t dealing in Thoroughbreds and suggested 
that the woman just try to sell him privately Apparently, she 
had him sold and he wouldn’t load on the trailer, so she called 
the dealer back and said ‘Just come pick him up.’ He was a 
throwaway. I can’t believe that he ever ended up where he did.” 

Once Strauss had figured out who What’s Your Wish was, 
she called the sale barn in search of the dealer who had taken 
him to New Holland. Reaching his wife instead, she was told 
that he had shipped that particular load of horses directly to a 
slaughter plant in Canada. 

A few days later, the dealer called Strauss and informed her 
that his wife had been mistaken; What’s Your Wish was actually 
still on his lot. 

“He kept him at his place for the week and then brought him 
back down to New Holland the next Monday,” she said. 

For Strauss, the rapport with the horse was instant and 
profound from that first meeting. 

“We went and picked him up, and I remember standing there 
holding his head and just feeling this connection with him. 

This horse is SO cool. We didn’t have room at the time [at the 
MAHR farm in Chesapeake City, Md.] and of course none of 
his connections wanted him. So I called my friend who was 
running Akindale Thoroughbred Rescue in Pawling, N.Y., and 
she said they would take him.” 


Fast forward to spring, 2008. Strauss was looking for a 
pasture mate and babysitter for a young Thoroughbred filly she 
had on her farm in Kemblesville, Pa. She had never stopped 
thinking about What’s Your Wish, so she called Akindale to see 
how he was. He was sound and a perfect gentleman, she was 
told. And that was all she needed to hear. 

“I remember getting home on the night he arrived thinking 
‘What have I done? I’ve never even sat on this horse, he has 
huge ankles.’ But I walked into my barn and I immediately felt 
that connection again. And I just kept thinking God, he is so 
cool and the most beautiful horse I had ever seen. He gave me 
goosebumps.” 

He wasn’t an easy ride, but Strauss figured him out and 
learned how to accommodate his quirks and idiosyncrasies. She 
foxhunted him—“he figured that out right away”—and evented 
him successfully through novice level. 

“We just had so much fun. He was sort of ready to move 
up to training level, but his flatwork wasn’t there and he was 
getting a little older. So I ended up with another young horse 
and just kept him here as a buddy. He deserves to live out his 
days like this, and that’s what he’ll do.” 

Ten years after their initial encounter, Strauss unashamedly 
fawns over What’s Your Wish like a 14-year-old girl. 

“I’ve had horses my whole life, but this one just makes me 
giddy; he makes me smile. He’s my boy.” Ufa

Jump racing 
an option 
for breeders 


I n November, I left the 2016 Colonial 
Cup Races steeplechase meet with 
one, two-word, thought. Melting 
Pot. Maybe it was leftover election 
rhetoric, but I thought about the 62 
Thoroughbreds who ran in seven jump 
races and smiled—during a long drive 
north—about their heritages and the 
example they provided. 

They came from everywhere: Ireland, 
Chile, France, England, Canada and 
seemingly every Thoroughbred state in 
this country—Maryland, Pennsylvania, 
Virginia, Kentucky, New York and 
Massachusetts (really). As they used to 
say at Ellis Island, “Welcome to America,” 
and in this case, “Welcome to American 
steeplechasing,” where the tired, poor and 
huddled masses of Thoroughbred racing 
can breathe free and become champions 
or at least successful citizens. 

Top Striker, bred in Maryland by 
Richard Golden’s Sycamore Hall Farm, 


became a Grade 1 winner in the Colonial 
Cup. The now 8-year-old won a $30,000 
claimer at Gulfstream Park in 2013 for 
Golden and trainer Michael Matz, then 
was sold privately and went jumping. 

He’s won five times, earned $264,650 
and found a home for life with owners 
Sue and George Sensor and trainer Arch 
Kingsley. 

Canadian Gold, bred in Canada by 
Bill Harrigan and Mike Pietrangelo, won 
a $25,000 handicap hurdle—his second 
jump win in three tries for Gigi Lazenby 
and Doug Fout. Lazenby spent $50,000 
to buy the then 3-year-old at Keeneland 
November 2015 after six starts (and one 
win) on the flat. The son of Marchfield 
earned $39,000 over fences in 2016 and 
will spend the winter in Virginia. He 
could be headed to stakes company this 
spring. 

Strongbox, bred in Kentucky by 
Stephen Johnson, lost four starts on the 
flat—the last for a $5,000 tag at Turfway 
Park in February 2016. Out of options 
and heeding the advice of his friend 
Joe Fowler, who won a maiden hurdle 
with Express Line (Fr) early in 2016, 
Johnson called South Carolina trainer 
Kate Dalton. The son of OffLee Wild 
and the Dynaformer mare Wild Goose 
Chase blossomed. In his fourth hurdle 
try, Strongbox won a maiden hurdle at 
Camden to earn $18,000. Born without 
his right eye, the now 5-year-old is on his 
way with $21,000 earned in four starts 
over jumps to go with his $1,695 from 
four starts on the flat. 

So what’s the point? If this magazine 
gets read by as many Thoroughbred 
breeders and owners as it’s supposed to, 
you have a steeplechaser in your barn and 
the people at 400 Fair Hill Drive—address 
of the National Steeplechase Association- 
would like to hear from you. Maybe your 
horse could go jumping, and help the 


NSA horse inventory climb above 500 for 
the first time since 2009. 

Golden was able to sell Top Striker, 
cheaply as it turns out, because of the 
horse’s potential as a hurdler. Harrigan 
sent Canadian Gold to Keeneland 
because the horse seemed to be out of 
options. Not so as it turns out. Johnson 
sent Strongbox jumping, and a failed 
racehorse has a chance at productivity. 

That latter scenario provides the 
potential, and ought to be a target for 
the steeplechase industry and an option 
for owners and breeders. A steeplechase 
choice can be better than some other 
alternatives, which can involve cheaper 
claiming races, new owners and trainers 
and—most importantly—a future beyond 
the control of breeders. 

The reasons to at least consider it are 
plentiful: 

• Purses have increased from $4.4 
million to a record $6.1 million in five 
years. 

• Horses get a new set of conditions. 

• The racing occurs in 12 states 
including pretty much all of this region. 

• Your horse can begin learning the 
skills to serve him or her well in a post¬ 
racing career. 

• If it really doesn’t work out, your 
horse could go back to the flat with a 
fresh attitude and a different kind of 
fitness. 

The ball also sits in the steeplechase 
court. 

Too often, responsibility for recruiting 
new owners and new horses falls to 
individuals-trainers and other owners. 
There should be a better plan. To 
outsiders, the sport can look insular, 
closed even. Open those doors, invite 
regional Thoroughbred associations to 
a day at the races, reward breeders for 
standout steeplechasers and sell the idea. 

There’s always room in the melting 
pot. ^

Game of Chance 

Stallion farms look for hits on cusp of 2017 season

T wo years ago, Mike Pons talked to Claiborne Farm’s Seth Hancock 
about stallion prospects and the potential for a son of War Front— 
perhaps one that wouldn’t fit in the famed Kentucky farm’s stallion 
roster—to make an impact in Maryland. 

Hancock thought it over, and summoned a horse in the Claiborne rac¬ 
ing operation. Bred by Hancock’s Cherry Valley Farm and campaigned by 
frequent Claiborne partner Adele Dilschneider, the horse had won a few 
races, but was a long way from being a racing star or a major stallion pros¬ 
pect. “Well. . . I’ve got this allowance horse,” Hancock began. Pons, who 
owns Country Life Farm with his brother Josh, didn’t need to hear much 
more. Mosler, who won the 2016 Laurel Dash for trainer Bill Mott, joins 
the Country Life stallion roster this year. 


Heritage Stallions’ Louis Merryman saw 
a Florida number on his telephone screen 
and picked up. The caller was looking at 
her foals and wanted some details about 
Seville (Ger), the sire of a colt on the 
farm who looked the part despite sharing 
a field with youngsters by Uncle Mo, Into 
Mischief and some other big names. “We 
bought a Saint Ballado mare because we 
wanted her,” the caller said. “We weren’t 
even thinking about this foal by Seville.” 
Now they are. Another out-of-the-region 
caller with a Seville foal asked Merryman 
about the Maryland-bred program, and 
made plans to send a mare. Seville won’t 
have American-sired runners until 2018, 
but he’s got fans. 

Bonita Farm’s Bill Boniface can ramble 
with the best of them, and tells stories 
like Garrison Keillor (long, funny and—if 
you think about them—poignant). Well, 


Boniface and his new stallion Norumbega 
complete a circle of sorts going all the 
way back to early Bonita resident Bold 
Monarch. He raced for the Phipps family 
and trainer Eddie Neloy. Boniface scouted 
the horse, a son of Bold Ruler, at Belmont 
Park and handed over a check “that wasn’t 
worth the paper it was printed on” to pay 
for the stallion prospect pending a test 
breeding. It took three months to get the 
horse test-bred, by which time Boniface 
had brought on enough partners to pay for 
the horse. Decades later, Boniface teams up 
with another horse with a Phipps connec¬ 
tion—first-year stallion Norumbega. The 
deal is better, for everyone, but Boniface is 
just as excited. 

Richard Golden’s Northview Stallion 
Station, the undisputed leader in the region 
when it comes to sire power, didn’t add 
a stallion for 2017 though “it wasn’t for 


lack of trying,” according to Golden. The 
Maryland division’s Golden Lad stood his 
first season in 2016, and bred 104 mares. 
Golden expects the number to climb in 
2017. Jump Start, the dean of Northview’s 
Pennsylvania farm, boasted 2016 prog¬ 
eny earnings of more than $5.1 million 
through Dec. 12, and was getting strong 
support heading into the 2017 season. 

Though they don’t counteract all of the 
inherent uncertainty of breeding Thor¬ 
oughbred horses, specific examples buoy 
the hopes of stud farms and breeders 
throughout the region as the 2017 breeding 
season nears. 

Maryland, on the strength of a resur¬ 
gent state-bred program further con¬ 
firmed by a recent economic survey, shows 
the way with its deepest roster in years. 
Pennsylvania stays relevant with increased 
bonuses for breeders, solidified legislation 
to ensure payments and the region’s only 
$10,000 stallion (the aforementioned Jump 
Start). West Virginia has yielded ground to 
Maryland and Pennsylvania over the past 
few years in terms of the racing product, 
but sports a mix of new stallions and solid 
regulars cranking out winners for breeders 
at Charles Town and Mountaineer Park. In 
what’s becoming a sign of the times, New 
Jersey and Virginia are down to a handful 
of stallions each. 

The region’s search for a successor to 
Not For Love, who was pensioned in 2015 
and died in 2016, continues though up- 
and-comers with similar resumes fill stal¬ 
lion barns and directories. Not For Love 
was a slightly above average racehorse, 
but his impact on racing will last for gen¬ 
erations—in the region as a leading sire and 
beyond as the broodmare sire of $14 mil- 
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lion earner California Chrome, who retires 
to stud this year. 

“There is really no formula for buying 
the right stallion,” said Golden. “I bought 
Not For Love because of his pedigree. It 
was outstanding. I really could have never 
purchased him if his race record was out¬ 
standing as well.” 

Golden and others in the regional stal¬ 
lion market follow similar plans, mining 
Thoroughbred talent, working various 
contacts and interpreting the potential of 
a stallion to break through. Two years ago, 
Seville, Super Ninety Nine and Bandbox 
started stud careers. In 2016, Golden Lad, 
Imagining, Bourbon Courage and others 
joined regional farms. This year, Mosler 
and Norumbega are the big-name new¬ 
comers. All of them have a long way to 
go, though the potential of something big 
percolates just under the surface. 

“They’re all young stallions, it takes 
awhile,” said Pons. “You’ve got to have 
the patience of Job. You’ve got to have 
some partners who can invest in them for 
a while, you’ve got to go long in this busi¬ 
ness. But with all the [state-bred] programs 
around here, you can make it and get a 
chance. You just want the chance.” 

The chance has already paid off with 
relatively strong early crops and books for 
some stallions and a rebound in mares- 
bred and stallion numbers in Maryland. 

“The winners of the Kentucky 
Oaks-Gl and Alcibiades-Gl [in 2016] 
were Maryland-breds, so we’re already see¬ 
ing the fruits of our labors,” said Pons. 
“I can smell a really good horse coming 
through here. I don’t know where he is, but 
he might be looking right back at me in the 
shedrow. I hope he is.” 

New Names 

Country Life did not add a new stallion 
in 2016, but recruits Mosler for 2017 to 
stand alongside Freedom Child, Friesan 
Fire and Super Ninety Nine. They’re all 
chasing the example set by former Country 
Life stars Allen’s Prospect and Malibu 
Moon among others to stand at the his¬ 
toric Bel Air farm. 

Mosler, the first son of $250,000 
Claiborne stallion War Front to stand 
in Maryland, won five times in his rac¬ 
ing career including the Elusive Quality 
Stakes at Belmont Park in 2015 and the 
Laurel Dash in 2016. Sprinting on the turf 
became his thing, but the bay 6-year-old

casts shadows in all directions. He won on 
the dirt going a mile. He’s a half-brother 
to Grade 1 winner Contested. Mosler’s 
second dam Questress produced multiple 
Grade 1 winner and sire Pomeroy. Pons 
was interested at first because the Malibu 
Moon mares in the Country Life program 
match up with the War Front line, and then 
got a look at the stallion prospect. 

“I love a horse that’s a contradiction,” 
Pons said. “He’s 1,100 pounds and 16-1, 
but he’s fast. He’s not a little, Northern 
Dancer-y War Front. He’s a big stretchy 
dude, an impressive horse. He’s the kind of 
horse who could get a hundred mares. He’s 
a real good horse for this market.” 

Hancock and Dilschneider retained 25 
percent ownership in the horse, and Pons 
expects them to support the new stallion, 
who stands for $4,000. 

Head northeast from Country Life 
about a dozen miles and you’ll see another 
new stallion with some big-time connec¬ 
tions. Norumbega might have also been a 
Claiborne stallion with a bit more racing 
success. The gray 7-year-old won four 
times in 19 starts for owner/breeder Stuart 
Janney III and trainer Shug McGaughey. 
The son of Tiznow’s biggest moment came 
with a win in the Brooklyn Invitational-G2 
on Belmont Stakes Day 2014. 

“I know people aren’t concerned about 
what a horse went a mile-and-a-half in, 
but he went a full second faster than the 
Belmont Stakes [won by Tonalist, who 
enters stud in Kentucky at $30,000] did 
that day, and that’s a pretty good com¬ 
parison,” said Boniface. “When you look at 
this horse, you see the two things lacking in 
this country’s pedigrees. He’s got stamina 
and he’s got bone. If he can pass that on 
to the mares he nicks with, then we can 
improve the breed which is supposed to 
be our goal.” 

Norumbega hails from a predict¬ 
ably deep female family, with regional 
ties. His dam, Meghan’s Joy, was bred 
in Pennsylvania by Brushwood Stable 
and won four races for trainer Gregg 
McCarron. Janney spent $450,000 to buy 
the daughter of A.P Indy (in foal to 
Deputy Minister) at Keeneland November 
in 2001. He got a bargain as her foals have 
included eight winners topped by Grade 
2-winning millionaire Ironicus, 2016 Grade 
2 winner On Leave, Grade 3 winners 
Hunting and Quiet Harbor, multiple stakes 
winner Seal Cove and others. A half-sister, 
Silviculture, produced Laurel Park course 
record-setter and graded stakes winner 
Onus. Deeper, the family goes back to Paul 
Mellon standouts Wild Applause (whose 
daughter Praise produced sires Congrats 
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and Flatter) and Broodmare of the Year 
Glowing Tribute (the dam of Sea Hero and 
Hero’s Honor among others). 

Norumbega joins Etched at Bonita, 
and has fit right in at the Darlington 
farm, where Preakness winner Deputed 
Testamony ruled the stallion barn for years. 

“The first day we turned him out my 
son John whistled to him and he came 
right up to the gate like he’d lived here all 
his life,” said Boniface. “He’s got a great 
mind, he’s a smart horse and I like that.” 

Norumbega will stand for $3,000, less 
than half his brother Ironicus’ $7,500 fee 
at Claiborne, and continues Marylander 
Janney’s reconnection to the state’s Thor¬ 
oughbred industry. The former chairman 
of the Maryland Million bought a barn at 
Fair Hill Training Center in 2014, and his 
silks show up frequently at Laurel these 
days. 

West Virginia’s stallion roster gets a 
boost from newcomers such as Golden 
Years, whose racing career ended after 
just five starts (three wins including the 
Maryland Million Nursery) for Hillwood 
Stables and trainer Rodney Jenkins. The 
son of Not For Love and stakes-winning 
Oh Say mare Sweet Annuity stands at 
O’Sullivan Farms and will be a natural for 
West Virginia breeders as his female fam¬ 
ily includes state standouts Russell Road, 
Shesagrumpto and Charitable Annuity. 
O’Sullivan also adds Declan’s Warrior, a 
graded stakes-winning son of Majestic 
Warrior trained by Nick Zito. 

Holding steady in Pennsylvania 

The Pennsylvania Thoroughbred indus¬ 
try might be happy to see 2016 go as 
the state weathered eight months without 
owners’ and breeders’ awards due to an 
unintended language change to the leg¬ 
islation pertaining to the payments. The 
wording was changed and finally passed in 
October, restoring the payments (retroac¬ 
tively) and setting up a 40-percent (from 
30) breeders’ award for 2017. 

That situation surely didn’t help, but 
the state has seen other factors erode the 
industry boom of 2002-2012 when more 
than 1,000 mares were bred each year for 
11 years with a high of 1,753 in 2009. The 
figures were 682 in 2015 and 489 in 2016, 
and reflect an improved racing/breeding 
climate in Maryland and uncertainty over 
the long-term prospects in Pennsylvania. 

Stallion farms have responded accord¬ 
ingly, with no new names at two of the 
perennial leaders-Northview and Pin Oak 
Lane Farm-and only a handful overall. 
The region’s runaway leader, Jump Start, 
stands at Northview however and com-

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mands every bit of his $10,000 stud fee. 
Now 18, the son of A.P. Indy is a proven 
commodity with talented horses in the 
U.S. and Argentina. He’s sired three mil¬ 
lionaires, regional graded stakes star Miss 
Behaviour, an Argentine Horse of the 
Year and a host of others including 2016 
Pennsylvania Nursery winner Downhill 
Racer. 

The dark bay, who won the Saratoga 
Special-G2 as a 2-year-old, is the closest 
thing the region has to an heir to Not For 
Love. 

“Jump Start is a very solid stallion and 
we are standing him at a very attractive 
price,” said Golden. “We don’t want too 
big of a book for our horses as they get up 
in age and hopefully that will benefit them 
in the long run. By limiting his book and 
standing him at a bargain price, we can be 
more selective with his mares.” 

Northview’s Pennsylvania lineup 
includes Bullsbay, who is off to a solid 
start at stud; El Padrino, whose first foals 
are 2-year-olds this year; Fairbanks and 
Medallist. 

Golden thinks the Pennsylvania climate 
will stabilize with the increase in Penn¬ 


sylvania-sired awards to breeders in 2017. 
The award will be 40 percent of purses 
earned in all races. In addition, owners’ 
awards will be 40 percent of purses earned 
in overnight races for horses that finish in 
the top three. 

“All state breeding programs and incen¬ 
tives are a tremendous asset to those 
states,” Golden said. “They certainly help 
breeders like myself make up for some of 
the sale horses that do not sell as well as 
you would have hoped for but then go on 
and perform at the racetrack. They are also 
an important asset to our stud farms and 
stallion syndicates.” 

Like Golden, Dr. Bill Solomon sees 
some stabilization ahead for the state but 
also sounds a cautious note. He’d like 
to see more races for horses sired in the 
state, to encourage stallion investment and 
attract mares. 

“Pennsylvania’s ability to draw mares 
from other states nearby is still pretty 
limited,” he said. “I was trying to get the 
breeders’ awards raised and get the sire 
races raised to help people who breed to 
race. I’m not particularly pessimistic, but I 
try to be realistic.” 


Solomon didn’t think about adding a 
fifth stallion to his roster of Corinthian, 
Last Gunfighter, Lord Shanakill and More 
Smoke. Corinthian, a son of Pulpit who 
won the Met Mile and Breeders’ Cup Dirt 
Mile in 2007, will have 40 or so Pennsyl¬ 
vania-bred 2-year-olds out this year. 

“He might be the best looking Pulpit 
that ever lived, not that that’s a knock on 
any of the others,” Solomon said with a 
laugh. “He’s got a chance to be a very good 
regional stallion. 

Last Gunfighter’s first foals arrive this 
year, and brought everything but a Grade 1 
to his stud career. The son of First Samurai 
earned $1.2 million and won the Pimlico 
Special-G3 among other stakes. Grade 1 
winner and sire Lord Shanakill moved to 
Pin Oak Lane from the Irish National Stud 
in time for last season, and bred 28 mares. 
Solomon thinks the son of Speightstown 
deserves more. 

“He was an exceptional racehorse and 
came within a gnat’s eyelash of being the 
best 2-year-old in Europe [in 2008]. How 
many Grade 1 Speightstowns do you get 
in a regional state? That produced a Grade 
1 winner? A few years ago he would have

gotten 50 or 60 mares and been more suc¬ 
cessful already, but it will be interesting to 
see his first foals here” 

With 43 years in the business, Solomon 
has seen plenty and hopes to see his stal¬ 
lions get a chance in Pennsylvania. 

“The business has changed so much,” 
he said. “If you’re going to breed to race, 
you should breed in Pennsylvania,” he 
said. “There are more race days, there’s 
more money available [in owner/breeder 
incentives] and there are fewer horses now. 
Hopefully some of that thinking starts to 
come back around.” 

Maryland rebound continues 

Where once it was Pennsylvania, the 
region’s stallion growth now occurs in 
Maryland with the launch of Heritage 
Stallions in Chesapeake City a few years 
ago, the return of stallions to Country 
Life in Bel Air and the continued success 
of Northview also in Chesapeake City. 
Smaller stallion operations such as Bonita, 
Shamrock Farm, Murmur Farm and others 
fill spots in the chain. 

The numbers tell an encouraging story 
with 913 mares bred in 2016. The number 
was an increase of 155 over 2015, mak¬ 


ing Maryland the only state other than 
Kentucky among the top 10 to show an 
increase. 

“The one thing we’re all fighting is the 
broodmare pool is pretty static,” said Pons. 
“We’re getting some mares from Kentucky, 
Florida and all over but the pie isn’t getting 
any larger. That makes it more competitive 
to get mares to your stallions.” 

Economics will help change that, and 
Maryland stallion owners count on the 
expanding health of the state’s racing 
industry for growth. A new MGM casino 
recently opened at National Harbor near 
Washington, D.C., adding even more dol¬ 
lars to purses and awards for owners, 
breeders and stallion owners. Maryland’s 
Thoroughbred industry has already bene¬ 
fited from capital improvements at Laurel 
Park, increased racing days, stronger han¬ 
dle numbers and bigger incentives for 
breeders, owners and stallion owners. 

In turn, farms are investing in them¬ 
selves with eyes on finding new stallions, 
recruiting more mares and involving more 
partners. 

“The success we have will determine 
our fate,” said Pons. “We’re digging and 
scratching, looking for new horses, re¬ 
doing things on the farm, all of it. At the 


same time, you better lace up your spikes 
tight and get ready because the competi¬ 
tion is playing ball too.” 

Founded in 2013, Heritage has nearly 
remade itself with a roster of Bourbon 
Courage and Imagining (entering their sec¬ 
ond seasons) and the slightly more estab¬ 
lished Seville, Despite the Odds and Street 
Magician. Like Golden, Merryman did not 
land a new stallion for 2017—though he 
wasn’t finished trying. 

“I had 21 horses on my desk at one 
point this summer and a bunch of them 
are still in play,” he said. “People just want 
to keep running them. When you have 
a cool horse, and I think he’ll stand for 
$5,000 or $7,500 in Maryland, that means 
he’s worth $2 million as a racehorse if he’s 
sound.” 

And that makes it difficult for a regional 
farm to buy a stallion prospect. 

Heritage heads into 2017 full of confi¬ 
dence based on the big books of Bourbon 
Courage and Imagining in 2016, and the 
reaction to Seville’s foals thus far. Not that 
he plays favorites, but Merryman could talk 
about Bourbon Courage all day. 

“He is the coolest, smartest, cockiest, 
light-on-his-feet horse I know,” Merryman 
said. “I bring him in and out every day and 
love everything about him—his head, the 
way he moves, the way he acts in the pad- 
dock, the way he goes out and jigs next to 
you. I can’t get over the horse.” 

The son of Lion Heart bred 79 mares 
in 2016, and could approach that again. 
His barnmate, Imagining, looks and acts 
different but lured 76 mares in 2016 and 
eyes a repeat. 

“He looks like Hercules or something,” 
Merryman said. “He has every ingredient 
to throw a top racehorse, he’s just not 
as easy to breed to as Bourbon Courage 
because he’s a great, big, powerful horse. 
You need to factor in conformation and 
build as part of your decision a little more 
with Imagining.” 

Like Pons, Merryman sees a reason to 
be confident in the Maryland model, and 
looks forward to a business push from in, 
and out of, state. 

“Anybody that gets too cocky in racing 
is foolish, but look around,” he said. “I 
talk fairly frequently with a lot of people 
and of the regional programs we look like 
the one that’s on the best footing. The 
Maryland people are going to be Maryland 
people no matter what, but we’re trying to 
attract the guys who don’t have a central 
breeding program too. You want them to 
recognize that Maryland is a place to drop 
a portion of their foals.” W 
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Running start 

With a boost from Sheppard, Moorheads find 
early success with PA homebreds

F rom their bedroom window, Alice and 
Rod Moorhead watched the mares and 
foals play at Buttonwood Farm near 
Unionville, Pa. The place, home to Hall of 
Fame trainer Jonathan Sheppard’s breeding 
operation (and to the Moorheads), springs 
to life with new Thoroughbreds each year 
and the Moorheads felt like part of it. 


He was a foxhunter and dabbled in 
steeplechase ownership. She’s the daugh¬ 
ter of Jimmy Kerr, former master of 
foxhounds at Pennsylvania’s Rose Tree 
Hunt and a cousin to Sheppard’s first wife 
Penny Lofting Sheppard. Alice inherited 
Buttonwood from her family, lives there 
with her husband, and was connected to 


Thoroughbreds in a variety of ways. But, 
owning and breeding racehorses? That 
really wasn’t in the plans. 

Then Rod injured his back while fox¬ 
hunting, spent two weeks in a hospital and 
got an ultimatum from his wife. “If you 
ever foxhunt again,” she said, “I’m going 
to shoot you or the horse.” 

The Moorheads love horses, and those 
foals outside sure are cute. 

“They let the foals out right in front 
of our bedroom window at 7 o’clock in 
the morning,” said Rod, who grew up in 
Louisville, Ky, and saw Tim Tam win the 
1958 Kentucky Derby. “We would see 
them jumping up and running around and 
loved watching them and thought maybe it 
was something we could do.” 

The Moorheads talked it over with 
Sheppard, who explained how it all worked. 
It’s an expensive proposition, full of 
unknowns and potential calamity, but— 
yes—it could also be magical. You could 
watch your mare give birth to your foal, see 
the foal grow up and learn to run, witness 
the first steps under tack, view early train¬ 
ing sessions and see how it all unfolds. 
That wobbly legged creature could get to 
the races someday, and might even win. Of 
course Sheppard was clear that it could all 
go wrong, too. 

The Moorheads were on board anyway 
and sent Sheppard to the 2013 Keeneland 
January Sale in search of a mare. On a 
bid of $30,000, he brought home the 
Consolidator mare Encore Saritta. She 
was carrying a Colonel John foal, and 
delivered a filly two weeks after arriving at 
Buttonwood from Kentucky. 

The following year Rod Moorhead, a 
Harvard Business School graduate whose 
professional career included the position 
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Downhill Racer scores in the Pennsylvania 
Nursery at Parx in December, much to the 
delight of the Sheppard/Moorhead team.

of managing director of the private equity 
firm Warburg Pincus, gave Sheppard a bit 
more money to spend. The veteran Penn¬ 
sylvania horseman came home with three 
mares by Storm Cat, Distorted Humor and 
Unbridled’s Song on total bids of $705,000. 

Sheppard loved the opportunity, even if 
it was a bit different for him. 

“I tried to pick out young mares and 
ones with a litde bit of a catalog page, pref¬ 
erably at least winners and nice individuals 
with not too late of a foaling date,” he 
said. “That kind of narrows it down, even 
though there are hundreds of mares there. 
By the time you whittle it down, your list 
isn’t quite so big. I might have been under¬ 
bidder on a couple that sold for a bit more 
than I thought they were worth, but these 
are the ones we ended up with. Some of it 
is gut feel and after that it’s in the lap of the 
gods as they say.” 

Pretty soon, the view from the Moor- 
heads’ bedroom window got a lot busier. 

“They’re all fun to watch,” said Alice, 
“but it’s really fun to see yours.” 

All four of the new mares delivered 
foals in 2014. Three babies were born in 
2015, three more came in 2016 and there 
are two due in 2017. A Sheppard staffer 
for decades, John Hughes oversees the 
broodmare barn at Buttonwood, and calls 
the Moorheads—if the timing is right and 
they’re in town—to watch a delivery. 

And now, four short years after sending 
Sheppard to Keeneland to buy one mare, 
the Moorheads are off and running. 

Buttonwood is bubbling with mares 
and foals, some belonging to Sheppard and 
others to his new clients. The Moorheads 
(who campaigned three-time hurdle win¬ 
ner All the Way Jose with Sheppard in 
2014) even bought a second farm, dubbed 
Sycamore, across Lamborntown Road for 
the young horses. 

The first three homebreds to race-all 
Pennsylvania-breds-each won two races 
in 2016. Two-year-olds Rose Tree (a filly 
by Harlan’s Holiday out of the Distorted 
Humor mare Amusing) and Downhill 
Racer (a colt by Jump Start out of Encore 
Saritta) were unbeaten in two starts each 
while Encore Saritta’s Colonel John filly, 
named Button My Button, won two of 
four with a second and a third during her 
3-year-old campaign. 

“This is really fun because this is the 
first crop to race and they’re doing well,” 
said Rod. “You don’t expect to do this well 
at the start. I said in the very beginning 
that I was willing to spend some money 
to have well-bred horses. I wasn’t going to 
throw money against the wall, but you only 
go around once, let’s try to get some good 


ones. We’re fishing the right pond as they 
say, and we’ve caught a couple of good 
ones so far but we’ll see.” 

The juveniles made their debuts one 
day apart. Downhill Racer won a 6-furlong 
maiden special weight Oct. 14 at Penn 
National, going off at 8-1. The next day, 
Rose Tree answered with a 914-length blitz 
at better than 10-1 at Delaware Park. The 
staff at Sheppard’s Pennsylvania operation 
and at Delaware Park laughed. 

“I can remember the first time I worked 
Downhill Racer I came back thinking this 


is going to be a really nice horse,” said 
Sheppard’s assistant Keri Brion. “But you 
don’t know. It’s hard to compare them 
when you don’t have very many 2-year- 
olds. He was nice though, and Rose Tree 
was impressive from the beginning too. 
When the colt won, we were pretty excited 
to see what the filly could do.” 

They both could do plenty, and became 
stakes winners in their next starts-Rose 
Tree in Penn National’s $100,000 Blue 
Mountain Juvenile Fillies Nov. 23 and 
Downhill Racer in Parx Racing’s $100,000

Pennsylvania Nursery Dec. 3. That’s two, 
unbeaten, sprinting 2-year-olds born, 
raised, broken and prepped by Sheppard 
and his crew. Aren’t they supposed to be 
steeplechase, turf and distance people? 

A Hall of Famer based mainly on 
a peerless steeplechase career filled with 
champions and historic achievements, 
Sheppard can get them ready early too. 

The man did train Storm Cat after all. 

“I say this all the time about Jonathan 
and 2-year-olds,” said Brion. “If he has a 
2-year-old that’s precocious and wants to 
run, he runs them. These two have always 
been forward, on the muscle, going on. 
Button My Button was not. It took her 
awhile and she didn’t run until she was 3, 
and Jonathan’s homebreds, the ones that 
people know and that end up running over 
jumps, just aren’t bred to run as 2-year- 
olds.” 

Regardless, the plan is pretty much the 
same at the beginning. 

The youngsters grow up at Buttonwood 
(or Sycamore now), get broken at Shep¬ 
pard’s Ashwell operation just down the 
road and learn to be racehorses. They 
gallop on the wood-chip track, hack in 
the fields, even pop jumps here and there 
(Downhill Racer is quite good at it appar¬ 
ently). The more-forward ones move on 
to Delaware Park, though no one gets 
pushed—or pushy. 


Heidi Wehner oversaw Sheppard’s 
Delaware barn in 2016, and thought the 
newcomers might be OK. 

“In the spring, before Delaware opened, 
I went to the farm for a few weeks and got 
to know some of the babies,” she said. 
“Rose Tree was a little Ferrari and both of 
them, really, you thought they were nice 
horses. They had a little ability, even if 
you don’t know until you get them there. 
They’re both genuine and love what they 
do.” 

At Delaware over the summer, she 
worked Rose Tree alongside another horse 
ridden by a jockey and had to make the 
filly wait. 

“That’s a nice feeling,” she said. “Nor¬ 
mally, you put me on one against a jockey 
and it’s not a fair matchup. She worked 
great and made you think she was going 
to be good. I love working with babies. 
Endless possibilities, right?” 

Right. Rose Tree’s breakout perfor¬ 
mances drew attention from some of 
racing’s big names with purchase offers 
coming to the Moorheads and Sheppard. 

“We got a call within two hours [of her 
maiden win] and we were offered a fairly 
sizeable six-figure number, a very sizeable 
six-figure number from one guy,” said Rod. 
“We do it together and Alice’s answer was 
‘She’s not for sale. She’s our horse.’ ” 

“The name means a lot to me, and the 
horses mean a lot to us,” said Alice. “And 


she could be very good. We should keep 
her.” 

So, they’re keeping her. 

The success also came at an oppor¬ 
tune time for the 76-year-old Sheppard, 
whose stable of quality young horses was 
depleted when longtime clients George 
Strawbridge Jr. (Augustin Stable) and Bill 
Pape sent horses to other trainers. 

Sheppard has no horses for Augustin, 
long the source of his best flat runners 
including Grade 1 winners With Antici¬ 
pation, Forever Together and Informed 
Decision, and just a few steeplechasers for 
Pape. Another client, Virginia breeder Bill 
Backer, died in May 2016 and his horses 
were sold. 

“We are all most appreciative of the 
boost that the Moorheads gave our stable,” 
Sheppard said. “We lost quite a few of our 
better horses and better owners recently, 
for a number of different reasons . . . We 
were a little bit down in the dumps there 
for a while and we didn’t quite know how 
it was going to work out, but this gave us 
a little bit of ammunition. Fortunately it’s 
all worked out well. We owe a lot to Mr. 
and Mrs. Moorhead and we’re grateful for 
the opportunity we were given because no 
matter how good of a trainer you are if 
you don’t have the horses you’re not going 
to win any races.”

Time Saver 

Ivan Fallunovalot ships 
from Southwest to dominate 
Laurel’s Grade 3 sprint stakes

T om Howard ran out of time to give Ivan Fallunovalot a second 
crack at the 2016 Breeders’ Cup Sprint-Gl in California, a trouble¬ 
some quarter crack to one of the gelding’s hooves the main culprit. 
Then he almost ran out of spots to run the Texas-bred son of Valid 
Expectations to prepare for some other major targets in early 2017 closer 
to home in Arkansas. 


And then almost became most when 
the $250,000 Frank J. De Francis Memorial 
Dash-G3 showed up on Howard’s radar 
and Ivan Fallunovalot made his connec¬ 
tions’ decision to ship to Maryland from 
Oklahoma look prudent when he romped 
in the Nov. 19 Laurel Park fixture. 

Ivan Fallunovalot, coming off back- 
to-back victories at Remington Park 
in September after being off since late 
January, won the De Francis Dash by AVz 
lengths under Calvin Borel. Maryland-bred 
Rockinn On Bye finished second and a 
neck in front of 1-5 favorite X Y Jet in 
the field of six. The 6-furlong De Francis 
Dash marked the first graded stakes score 
for Ivan Fallunovalot and the second in 
Howard’s career in both of their Maryland 
debuts. 

“We loved it, my wife and I enjoyed it. 
Of course the outcome has a lot to do with 
that,” Howard said a few days after the 
race. “The people were super nice to us, 
the racetrack officials and all. I was in Cal 
Lynch’s barn, what a super nice guy, him 
and his family. You couldn’t have asked for 
a better trip than what we had. Everything 
went real good. 


“I over-ate on the crab cakes, but what 
can you do? I didn’t realize they were so 
rich; they’re pretty potent you know?” 

Ivan Fallunovalot proved pretty power¬ 
ful in the De Francis, just as he’s done win¬ 
ning three straight editions of the David 
M. Vance Sprint Stakes at Remington and 
back-to-back runnings of the King Cotton 
Stakes at Oaklawn for Howard and owner 
Lewis Mathews Jr. 

Claimed for $25,000 by Mathews and 
Howard back in March 2014 because they 
were looking for a Texas-bred to compete 
in races at Lone Star Park, Ivan Fallun¬ 
ovalot rated just off the early pace set by 
multiple graded stakes winner X Y Jet in 
his second start since coming back from 
a knee chip suffered in Dubai this past 
spring. 

Borel kept Ivan Fallunovalot just to 
the outside of X Y Jet as he clicked off a 
quarter-mile in :22.34 and a half in :45.79. 
The two were on even terms into the lane 
before Ivan Fallunovalot easily put away 
his odds-on rival and opened up. Borel 
stayed busy in deep stretch, but not overly, 
and Ivan Fallunovalot cruised under the 
wire in 1:10.07. 


The on-track crowd gave Ivan Fallun¬ 
ovalot and Borel, who reunited with the 
gelding after Lindey Wade rode him in the 
two races at Remington, a hearty round of 
applause coming back. 

“We knew Calvin had ridden over at 
Laurel and decided that might be our bet¬ 
ter route to go,” Howard said of the deci¬ 
sion to go back to Borel. “Calvin does such 
a good job on him. And boy, the people 
loved him. They were hollering. They were 
really hollering for Calvin.” 

Ivan Fallunovalot (if you say it fast, it’s 
supposed to sound like “I’ve been falling 
off a lot”) improved to 4-for-4 on the 
season and 15-for-24 lifetime. He inched 
closer to the seven-figure mark with the 
$150,000 first-place check, bringing his 
bankroll to $800,808. 

Ivan Fallunovalot was 3-for-8 with vic¬ 
tories at Sam Houston, Lone Star and 
Retama Park when Mathews and Howard 
discussed claiming the then 4-year-old 
gelding. Howard, who said he prefers to 
keep his stable size down to around its 
current 10 runners, liked what he saw 
in Ivan Fallunovalot when Mathews sug¬ 
gested they claim the gelding. He also liked 
that he’d fit into his regular routine. 

“What happened, my owner is there at 
Oaklawn and I told him I wanted to go to 
Lone Star in Dallas, like five hours from 
my house, to Remington, about five hours 
from my house and go back to Oaklawn. 
Those three, that’s it,” Howard said of a 
conversation in early 2014 with his small 
group of owners that included Mathews. 
“If we can get a horse that can go some¬ 
where else I don’t mind going, but I don’t 
want to go to Chicago, Kentucky and all 
this. 

“So I lost a few owners off the deal, 
which is fine. They can go wherever they 
want to. It was about two weeks after that 
and Lewis called me and said, 'since we’re 
going to go to Dallas in Texas we need us 
a Texas-bred. There’s a Texas-bred running 
tomorrow, see if you like him and if you do 
let’s take a chance on him.’” 

Ivan Fallunovalot’s next race against 
Texas-breds will be his first for Howard 
and Mathews. No offense to that program, 
his trainer said, but he’s got bigger goals 
in mind for the gelding out of the Horse 
Chestnut (SAf) mare Flashdance Missy, 
a winning daughter of multiple stakes- 
winning Virginia-bred Citidance Missy (by 
Citidancer). 

A return engagement in the King 
Cotton in early February along with the

two other races on Oaklawn’s sprint series 
for older horses —the Hot Springs Stakes 
and Count Fleet Sprint Handicap-G3-are 
on the docket. 

“I would love to go in there and win 
all three of them/’ Howard said. “Not to 
be greedy, but it would be so prestigious 
for Ivan. 


“[The De Francis Dash] was a great 
place to get him going again after the races 
at Remington. That was a big reason we 
were there, we ran out of spots,” Howard 
added. 

“He essentially didn’t get a shot at the 
Breeders’ Cup. We knew going into it when 
we had to lay him off that it was going to 


be tough sledding. We figured it would 
be almost out of the question to get him 
to the point where we’d feel comfortable 
going to California for the Breeders’ Cup. 

“This race gave us a little more time and 
it falls in a little better with Oaklawn start¬ 
ing up. It was a good time to get him back

Class Reunion 

Tagg, Prado return to Maryland roots, 
capture Safely Kept with Tale for Ruby

B arclay Tagg doesn’t remember any¬ 
thing ever coming easy for him in 
Maryland. 

Well before moving to New York, 
which resulted in the eventual notoriety 
of training 2003 champion 3-year-old male 
and Kentucky Derby-Gl and Preakness 
Stakes-Gl winner Funny Cide, Tagg was a 
staple on the Maryland circuit. He’d spent 
many of his formative years as a trainer, 
stabled at Laurel Park and Pimlico. 

“A lot of hard times,” he recalled in 
early December. 

Tagg laughed at the statement but was 
only partially joking. Those early days were 
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a grind. Tagg, 78, started out as a steeple¬ 
chase jockey. When he decided to start 
training in 1972, he won his first race with 
Tudor’s Fancy at now-defunct Liberty Bell 
Park in his native Pennsylvania. He even¬ 
tually moved south and set up shop in 
Maryland. 

Until 1984, Tagg hadn’t cracked more 
than 40 wins in a year. But just two years 
later, in 1986, came a turning point. He’d 
increased the size of his barn and upped 
his win total to 81. 

He won his first graded stakes in 1986 
with Country Recital in the Chrysanthemum 
Handicap-G3 at Laurel. Nearly 30 years 


later to the day—many horses, races and 
miles in between—Tagg was back at Laurel 
with a filly named Tale for Ruby. 

Chuck Fipke’s homebred daughter of 
Tale of Ekati went off as the favorite in 
the $100,000 Safely Kept Stakes Nov. 19 
against a dozen other 3-year-old fillies. 

Jockey Edgar Prado, himself a staple 
on the Maryland circuit after launching his 
career in—you guessed it—1986, got the 
call on Tale for Ruby. 

“We planned before the race to break 
and just sit behind the speed, because 
there were a lot of horses with speed in the 
race,” Prado said. 

Prado’s projection was correct, and the 
race mostly played out according to plan. 
Tale for Ruby sustained a hard bump at the 
break from Little Cyclone and was forced 
wide throughout. But she benefited from 
a quick pace and turned for home rallying 
to the front. 

“She seemed to handle everything 
well,” Prado said. “When the dirt hit her, 
she didn’t mind. She kept moving forward. 
She gave me a lot of confidence around 
the backside because she was doing every¬ 
thing so easy. At the top of the stretch, 
when I turned her loose, she had another 
gear and went on.” 

Tale for Ruby held off Shadwell Stable’s 
Takrees, who finished 2% lengths behind 
in second, with the Jonathan Sheppard- 
trained 54-1 shot Outsider Art third. 

Tagg, who used to ride jump races for 
Sheppard, soaked it in and enjoyed the 
accompanying rounds of congratulations 
from old friends at Laurel. Since gradually 
moving his operation to New York in the 
early 1990s, Tagg has been an infrequent 
visitor, only shipping in on rare occasions. 

“As long as you got horses who can run 
in New York, the purses are better,” he 
said. “There’s a lot of things to like about 
Maryland, better than New York, and vice 
versa. We just thought we’d try to take her 
down [to Laurel]. It was an ideal stake. It 
was $100,000, it wasn’t graded, so you’re 
not going to get the real heavy-heads here, 
but it was a legitimate stake.” 

Tale for Ruby made her debut at Sara¬ 
toga in 2015 in a race remembered primar¬ 
ily for a going-away victory by Rachel’s 
Valentina. Tale for Ruby finished fifth that 
day and reappeared five months later to 
finish third at Gulfstream Park. 

She wouldn’t make her third start for 
another seven months, due to what Tagg 
described as “a couple of little issues.” 
Tagg and Fipke gave the filly the time she 
needed, eventually bringing her back to

Saratoga last July. She broke her maiden 
going 7 furlongs by 4/4 lengths. 

In two ensuing races, Tale for Ruby 
finished second—beaten 1 length and 
three-quarters of a length-against older 
at Belmont Park. Tagg had two objectives 
for his filly after those races: finding a race 
restricted to 3-year-olds, and going 7 fur¬ 
longs. He found it. 

“She was very impressive,” he said, “so 
I was very happy with her.” 

The trainer was also happy for his rider, 
whom he’s remained close to since those 
early days in the mid-1980s. 

“I rode Edgar the whole time I was 
down in Maryland,” Tagg said. “I rode 
Edgar the first day he came to Maryland. I 
figured he was probably the best homeboy 
rider down there. I didn’t want to put a kid 
on [Tale for Ruby] who might take more 
chances but might not do the right thing. 
So, I was glad to get Edgar, who is a pretty 
smart rider.” 

Prado appreciated the nod and recip¬ 
rocated, in a show of admiration for Tagg 
and his loyalty three decades later. 

“Oh, definitely. He’s been one of my 
greatest supporters for many years,” he 
said. “We’ve done good together in Mary¬ 
land, New York and pretty much anywhere 
we’ve gone. It’s like emotional, you know. 
We’ve come a long way and we’re still 
friends. I’m still riding for him and, you can 
see, the results are still good.” 

Prado, a member of the Hall of Fame 
who rode Barbaro to victory in the 2006 
Kentucky Derby, won 24 riding titles at 
Laurel and Pimlico in the 1980s and ’90s 
before shifting his tack to the New York 
circuit. He returned to Maryland in 2016, 
as a senior member of the jockey colony. 

“It was good to see everybody [in Mary¬ 
land],” he said. “The new generation of 
trainers and exercise riders and jockeys. 
It was like me, when I was there before. 
People saw me grow, spread my wings and 
fly, and go on to different places. Maryland 
has been great. I can’t thank it enough for 
all of the great opportunities,” he said. 

EL AREEB STRENGTHENS 
LYNCH’S ALREADY STRONG HAND 

Just when it looked like Cal Lynch’s first 
year in Maryland couldn’t get any better, 
the trainer rattled off another hot streak 
with an improving roster of young colts. 

Lynch won a set of stakes with a pair 
of juveniles in November, first at Laurel 
and then at Woodbine. At home, Lynch’s 
rising stable star El Areeb romped in the 
$100,000 James F. Lewis III Stakes Nov. 19.

The son of Exchange Rate, a $340,000 
purchase at the OBS March sale of 2-year- 
olds, won the Lewis by 5!4 lengths. He’d 
broken his maiden in his prior race by 8% 
lengths. 

“The light bulb is just going off and 
he’s learning what’s being asked of him,” 
Lynch said. 

El Areeb is owned by the MMG Stables 
operated by Mohammed A1 Gadhi of 
Saudi Arabia, and Trevor McCarthy rode 
him to victory. 

“I was pretty ecstatic,” McCarthy said. 
“I don’t like to get too excited but I think 


he’s a good horse. If he stays sound, 
healthy, and keeps maturing like we think 
he will, there’s no te llin g where he’ll go.” 

The next stop for El Areeb might be 
the Jerome Stakes in January at Aqueduct. 

“With the way he trains, my expecta¬ 
tion is that it won’t be a problem for him,” 
Lynch said of stretching the colt out to 1 
mile and 70 yards. 

El Areeb came into his own in mid- 
October when he decimated a field of 
seven maidens at Laurel. Prior to that, 
he finished second in a maiden event 
over the track. In his only other race, El

Areeb finished a disappointing fourth as 
the favorite on debut at Parx. Both Lynch 
and McCarthy chalked it up to immaturity. 
Even in his recent victories, El Areeb’s 
focus has been spotty. 

“He’s a very smart horse but he’s got a 
bit more to learn,” McCarthy said. “He’s 
one that you’ve got to be a little aggressive 
on because he can get a little immature and 
get busy looking at other things.” 

Lynch’s 18-year-old son Charlie, who 
gallops most of the barn’s horses, has put 
a little extra time into El Areeb to remedy 
those issues. El Areeb has always been a 
high priority in the Lynch barn, especially 
given the potential he showed when pur¬ 
chased in March after working in :10 at the 
presale breeze show. 

“We’ve been a little excited from the 
time we got him in the spring, to tell you 
the truth,” Lynch said. “When we got him 
at the sale, I was delighted we got him. I 
knew he was going to get a little pricier but 
thankfully Mohammed from MMG had 
confidence in us. It makes it a lot easier 
when the guy says, ‘go ahead and buy the 
horse that you want.’ ” 

MMG also gave Lynch the green light 
to purchase the Curlin colt Undulated, who 
cost $625,000 at the same sale. 

As with El Areeb, the investment has 
begun to pay dividends. Undulated won 
his debut at Laurel in August, was second 
in the Laurel Futurity next out, and went 
on to take the $125,000 Swynford Stakes 
in late November at Woodbine in his third 
start. 


In his first full year since relocating 
from Pennsylvania to Maryland, Lynch 
won 39 races and racked up $1,300,614 in 
purses through Dec. 1. He won at a 22-per- 
cent clip with his 2-year-olds through the 
same period from 60 starters.

It would be fair to say that Tequilita ran 
into her share of poor luck as a 2-year-old 
in 2016. The results weren’t all that bad for 
the daughter of Union Rags and if things 
worked out a bit different she might have 
earned a trip to the Breeders’ Cup instead 
of the Smart Halo Stakes Nov. 19. 

Trained by Michael Matz for his wife 
Dee Dee, who also bred the filly out 
of their graded stakes-winning homebred 
mare Sangrita, Tequilita finished seventh in 
her debut at Laurel in July. There were no

real excuses, other than Matz describing his 
filly as “kind of green.” 

She got close in her next two races, fin¬ 
ishing second twice. The horses who beat 
her were eventual Alcibiades Stakes-Gl 
winner Dancing Rags and Grade 1 Frizette 
third Colorful Charades. 

While those two punched their tickets 
to the Breeders’ Cup Juvenile Fillies-Gl, 
Tequihta shipped to Laurel for the Smart 
Halo off an Oct. 22 win at Keeneland. 

“After she broke her maiden at Keene¬ 
land, going seven-eighths, she just showed 
a little bit more speed,” Matz said. “So, it 
was [a decision of] either going three-quar¬ 
ters or going a mile-and-an-eighth in the 
Demoiselle [a Grade 2 at Aqueduct],” Matz 
said. “So, we elected to go three-quarters.” 

The Smart Halo’s 6 furlongs were just 
fine with Tequilita. She and jockey Alex 
Cintron raced off of a hot early pace con¬ 
tested from the break by Toby Girl and 
Riley’s Choice. The pacesetters faded in 
the stretch as Tequilita took command. She 
opened a lead in mid-stretch and appeared 
to have enough momentum to draw off by 
a large margin. Instead, she simply retained 


a short lead over her rivals, eventually beat¬ 
ing runner-up Star Super by a length. 

“She didn’t have anything to run at,” 
Matz said. “Once she gets the lead, she just 
gets a little bit idle.” 

Spotting the filly’s quirks has been an 
enjoyable part of the experience for Matz, 
especially since he trained her mother and 
father. 

“A lot of times you don’t know the 
characteristics of the horses when you get 
them as yearlings,” Matz said. “You just 
learn when you train them. But when you 
know a little bit about the mother’s charac¬ 
teristics and the father, and then see what 
she picks out of both of them.” 

Matz projects that from Belmont 
Stakes-Gl winner Union Rags, Tequihta 
should have the ability to go longer in 
due time. Her dam’s preference for sprint¬ 
ing—though she did win the Grade 2 
Chilukki going a mile—appears to be the 
more dominant influence for now. 

“Her mother was a good seven-eighths 
to a mile filly. She wasn’t really a two-turn 
filly . I think the Union Rags will prob¬ 
ably add a little distance to her, so we 


hope eventually her best will be going two 
turns,” he said. 

Matz planned to give Tequihta a break 
to prepare for the start of her 3-year-old 
campaign in Florida. She enters 2017 as a 
stakes winner with earnings of $121,000. 

“Other than her first start she hasn’t 
done too much wrong,” he said. “Maybe, 
if she might’ve won that [first] maiden 
race at Laurel and went to the Alcibiades, 
she might’ve been the one who’s a Grade 1 
winner. Who knows? She’s a nice horse to 
be around, she hkes to train and, knock on 
wood, she does everything fine.”

finished third and fourth in consecutive 
races at Aqueduct and Belmont. Returning 
to Parx in June, he was beaten again in an 
allowance. In his next race, also at Parx 
going 1 mile and 70 yards, he erupted to 
win by 11 lengths. 

Suspecting more distance would be right 
in his wheelhouse, trainer Alan Goldberg 
shipped Name Changer to Mountaineer 
for the West Virginia Derby-G2 at 1% 
miles. He ran well to finish third. Then, 
after seemingly turning the corner, the colt 
took a step back when 10th in the Smarty 
Jones Stakes-G3 at Parx in September. 

“We were a little disappointed with that 
race,” said assistant trainer Jorge Duarte. 

Name Changer was dropped into a 
softer allowance spot at Laurel, and he 
didn’t disappoint, winning by 5% lengths 
as the only 3-year-old in the field of 
nine. Colts Neck decided to keep him in 


Maryland to take one more shot at stakes 
company in the Small. 

With Jevian Toledo aboard, Name 
Changer had no issues securing a ground¬ 
saving spot on the rail and capitalized when 
favorite Tommy Macho was pressed early 
and often. As Tommy Macho faded in the 
stretch, Name Changer was angled out 
for run, took command and drew off to a 
214-length win. 

“We wanted to get that run in and win 
a stake with him because he was kind of 
sitting on it for a while already,” Duarte 
said. “So, we finished the year on a high 
note with him.” 

Name Changer’s first stakes win was 
his fourth victory from nine starts. He has 
earnings of $242,650. Bred in Kentucky 
by his owner, Name Changer is out of 
the stakes-winning, graded-stakes placed 
Northern Afleet mare Cash’s Girl. 


Duarte said Name Changer would get 
a break over the winter with an anticipated 
return to the races in early spring.

Big Expectations 

0 Dionysus, a $190,000 yearling buy, 
speeds to first stakes win for Angelos

G ary Capuano always held Marathon 
Farms’ O Dionysus in high regard. 
The Maryland-bred son of Bode- 
meister cost Peter Angelos $190,000, the 
second most expensive price at the 2015 
Fasig-Tipton Midlantic fall yearling sale. 
The chance to run in a $75,000 stakes 
restricted to 2-year-olds who spent at least 
90 days in South Carolina was simply an 
added bonus. 

O Dionysus, a debut winner Aug. 20 
and on the board in a pair of allow¬ 
ance races in September and October at 
Laurel Park, won that restricted stakes 
when he defeated four opponents in the 
Christopher Elser Memorial at Parx Racing 
Nov. 12. 

“Lie’s a big, rangy, good-looking colt,” 
said the Maryland-based Capuano. “He 
was broken at Webb Carroll’s training cen¬ 


ter in South Carolina, which qualified him 
for this race. I thought from the beginning 
he was going to be a nice horse, especially 
after his first start when he pulled some 
antics coming out of the paddock and 
ran off about an eighth of a mile, and still 
won.” 

Sent off as the third choice in the 
6V 2 -furlong Elser, O Dionysus didn’t pull 
any antics beforehand. He did drop back 
to last as longshots Hotfoot and Tactical 
Hero battled for the lead through the open¬ 
ing quarter ahead of 2-1 second choice and 
Belmont Park maiden breaker The Walk 
and 6-5 favorite and Maryland Million 
Nursery Stakes winner Greatbullsoffire. 

O Dionysus and jockey Jevian Toledo 
reached contention around the far turn 
and swept past Hotfoot and The Walk 
outside the quarter pole. He responded to 


Toledo’s left-handed whip into the lane and 
opened up en route to a 2 1 /4-length victory. 
The Walk held second, a head better than 
Greatbullsoffire. 

Capuano said he felt O Dionysus pos¬ 
sessed a lot of potential and expects him 
to improve even more as a 3-year-old. The 
colt was bred by Dark Hollow Farm and 
is out of the Flatter mare Safe Journey, 
whose dam, Safe At the Plate, is a half- 
sister to champion Safely Kept. 

O Dionysus is a half-brother to Joy, a 
multiple stakes-winning daughter of Pure 
Prize and earner of $250,544, and stakes- 
placed Combat Diver. 

The Elser Memorial was named in 
honor of the son of veteran South Carolina 
horseman and sales consignor Kip Elser 
who was murdered by an intruder at a fra¬ 
ternity house at Johns Hopkins University 
in 2004. 

■ Shindel Thoroughbred Ventures’ Rowd 
E Allie continued her productive autumn 
Nov. 15 with a victory in a $64,740 allow¬ 
ance for trainer Kelly Breen. About a 
month earlier, the daughter of E Dubai 
won a $72,846 starter allowance at the Ben- 
salem course during the Fall Festival. In a 
two-month span, the filly earned $88,200 
for her connections as well as sizable 
Pennsylvania breeding fund awards for 
breeder Gary Wills’ Two-Turn Farm. 

Rowd E Allie is one of the first foals 
bred by Wills, a pharmacist who built Two- 
Turn Farm on 19 acres in Glenmoore, Pa. 
about six years ago. Out of the Pine Bluff 
mare Pining, she was sold privately by Wills 
to Peter Shindel, and had won five of 17 
starts for earnings of $194,693 through her 
November win. 

■ La Vitesse became the latest filly sired by 
Pennsylvania stallion Weigelia to become 
a multiple winner when she annexed a 
allowance race worth $65,984 for 2-year- 
olds Nov. 7 by a whopping 14V£ lengths. 
The Pennsylvania-bred dominated at every 
pole, leading by 2 lengths after a quarter- 
mile, 9 lengths after a half and 12 lengths 
in midstretch. 

La Vitesse took a long road back to 
the state where she was foaled. As a year¬ 
ling, she was offered by her co-breeder, 
Chip and Barbara Wheeler’s WynOaks 
Farm (who bred her with Stephen Quick’s 
St. Omers Farm), at the Fasig-Tipton 
Midlantic fall yearling sale, where she was 
purchased for $6,000 by the Ocala-based 
pinhooking operation Grassroots Training 
and Sales.

La Vitesse’s connections sent her to 
Scott Lake at Parx, where she would earn 
bonuses as a Pennsylvania-bred. Her victo¬ 
ry Nov. 7 resulted in a first-place check of 
$42,840 to boost her earnings to $89,745. 

La Vitesse hails from a rich St. Omers 
female family. Her dam, the stakes-placed 
Gentlemen (Arg) mare Gentlemen’s 
Locket, is a half-sister to multiple stakes 
winner and graded stakes-placed Lexi Star. 
A Maryland-bred daughter of Crypto Star, 
Lexi Star was bred and raced by Quick. Her 
fourth dam, Pilgrim’s Pride, is the dam of 
graded stakes winner and 19-time winner 
Kattegat’s Pride, the granddam of million¬ 
aire Silmaril.

Fast Finish 

Red Hot Diva speeds off to retirement 
after third My Sister Pearl win

I f it had to be her last race, this was as 
good a spot as any. The distance was 
perfect, setup ideal and timing just right. 
There was no better way for Red Hot Diva 
to go out than by winning the $50,000 My 
Sister Pearl Stakes for the third time. 

“She’s done enough,” said Naomi Long, 
who bred and owns the now 7-year-old 
daughter of Devon Deputy. “I am in awe. 
In my wildest dream as a little girl, who 
would’ve thought that I would have, what 
I consider my queen? It’s very emotional 
for me.” 

Long, 69, still lives on the same farm 
that she and her father were born on, in 
Berryville, Va. Long counts Red Hot Diva 
as her most successful racehorse after four 
decades in the sport. After winning the My 
Sister Pearl Stakes in 2013 and 2015 (she 
was second in 2014), Red Hot Diva was 
sent off as the favorite for the 2016 edi¬ 
tion Nov. 12. 


Trained by Ollie Figgins III, Red Hot 
Diva sat a perfect stalking trip under J.D. 
Acosta. They bided their time as paceset¬ 
ters Candy Man’s Girl, Taylor Mountain 
Farm’s winner of this year’s West Virginia 
“Cavada” Breeders Classic over Red Hot 
Diva, and Sadie Hawkins winner Navy 
Ribbon knocked heads. 

Red Hot Diva made her move for the 
lead near the three-eighths pole. While 
Navy Ribbon faded, Candy Man’s Girl dug 
in and clung to the lead into the stretch. 
Red Hot Diva ultimately wore her down, 
edging clear to a 2-length victory over 
John Casey’s late-running Romantic Cork. 
Candy Man’s Girl finished a nose back in 
third. 

“On her best day [Red Hot Diva] can 
beat those horses,” Figgins said. “I was 
really, really happy with the way she went 
into the race, and especially happy with the 
way she ran.” 


The My Sister Pearl was a fourth stakes 
score for Red Hot Diva—all at F/s miles. 
Rather than racing at the distance in the 
$80,000 West Virginia Breeders Classic 
Distaff in October (a race she won in 
2013), Red Hot Diva tried 7 furlongs in 
the $150,000 Cavada. She finished third, 
but the decision to run there was one of 
the few regrets her connections ever had 
with her. 

Red Hot Diva retires with 14 victories 
from 31 starts and $411,626 in earnings. 
Her story goes back 25 years, to a horse 
named Susies Spyder. Winless in three 
starts, Susies Spyder was trained by 
Raymond Benton, to whom Long served 
as an assistant when she broke into racing 
in the mid-1970s. 

Long had an affinity for Susies Spyder, 
and brought the daughter of Salutely home 
after her short racing career. Susies Spyder 
produced six runners —four of whom 
combined to go 0-for-29. The other two 
were four-time winner Flyin Low and a 
daughter of Melodisk named Sweet Music. 

Sweet Music would turn out to be the 
first major racing success for Long with 
wins in the 2000 West Virginia Triple 
Crown Feed Breeders Classic and the 
BB&T “Cavada” West Virginia Breeders 
Classic in 2002 and produced for Long as 
a broodmare. 

In 2009, Long bred Sweet Music to 
Devon Deputy, who stood at Blue Spruce 
Farm. A year later, Sweet Music foaled Red 
Hot Diva. Despite her name, the filly was 
never high maintenance for Long, nor did 
her demeanor match her fiery name. 

“She’s kind to be around,” Long said. 
“Oh my gosh, she’s so kind to be around.” 

The decision to retire Red Hot Diva was 
not easy. The mare ended 2016 as sound as 
she’s ever been and, based on her effort in 
the My Sister Pearl, still in great form. 

“I told Ollie when I decided it was 
going to be her last race,” Long said. “I 
told him it was very emotional, nothing 
is wrong with her or anything, but I just 
think she deserves a good life now. Not 
that she didn’t have a good life there, but 
it makes sense. She’s just as valuable as a 
broodmare.” 

While no final plans have been made, 
Long is leaning toward sending Red Hot 
Diva to a stallion in Maryland. Her mother 
Sweet Music is in foal to Country Life 
Farm’s Freedom Child, and Red Hot Diva 
might be headed in that direction, as well. 

“I’m kind of partial with Freedom 
Child,” she said. “She matches up good 
with him. She matches up good with some 
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Uptowncharlybrown

horses in Kentucky. But I want to try to 
keep her close to home, for the first time 
anyway.” 

NEW STAR FOR RUNCO, RAIM 

The undefeated Fiber Sonde colt 
Bullets Fever was arguably the best 3-year- 
old in West Virginia in 2016 for David 
Raim and Jeff Runco. Following the Tri- 
State Futurity, the owner and trainer can 
also lay claim to having the one of best 
young prospects at Charles Town, too, in 
John Barleycorn. 

A gray son of Grade 1 winner Spring 
At Last, John Barleycorn’s racing career 
began inconspicuously in September when 
he finished a distant fourth in a TA-fur- 
long maiden special weight. When he was 
brought back for the Tri-State Futurity 
next out, it was clear that his connections 
weren’t overly concerned with his debut 
performance. 

“The first race we kind of chalked up to 
just a learning curve,” Raim said. “The dis¬ 
tance was too short. He had the inside post, 
which is tough because unless you get out 
first, you get a lot of dirt in your face. So, 
that race didn’t concern us. He’d been train¬ 
ing really well and we were really happy.” 

The word was out on John Barleycorn 
and he was bet down to 9-5 for the 
7-furlong Tri-State. Under regular barn 
rider Arnaldo Bocachica, John Barleycorn 
stalked an early pace set by John Casey’s 
Like Me Or Not. The pace was also con¬ 
tested by Taylor Mountain’s race favorite 
Candy Man One. 

John Barleycorn made his move, 
assumed the lead by the three-eighths 


pole and drew off to win in 1:27.97. One 
of Casey’s two other entries in the race, I 
Need You, finished 1 3 A lengths behind in 
second. That gelded son of Denis of Cork 
would come back three weeks later to win 
the West Virginia Futurity. 

As for the buzz that had surrounded 
John Barleycorn, even before the Tri-State 
Futurity, it had also reached the Charles 
Town farm of Mark Sell. A one-time 
broodmare manager for Paul Mellon at 
his Rokeby Farm near Upperville, Va., 
Sell has spent the past decade working 
with Arlington, Va.-based breeder Hector 
Alcalde. 

“I speak to Jeff Runco a lot,” Sell said, 
“and the horse’s works have been phe¬ 
nomenal. He worked a half-mile in :46 and 
something, prepping for the Tri-State. He’s 
only had two starts and you never know 
with horses but we certainly hope he can 
wind up doing bigger and better things.” 

Sell’s vested interest in John Barleycorn 
stems from the fact that the colt was foaled 
on his farm, out of Alcalde’s broodmare 
Grey Traffic. She was purchased in foal to 
High Cotton for $40,000 in 2012. The foal 
sold a year later for $57,000. 

Grey Traffic, like all of Alcalde’s mares, 
was sent to Kentucky and bred to Spring 
At Last the next year. The result was John 
Barleycorn. 

Alcalde, who owns a government and 
public affairs consulting firm, managed 
Takaro Farm for 32 years in Middleburg, 
Va., until he sold it two years ago. For 
Alcalde, racehorses have always been one 
of his favorite hobbies. But they weren’t 
his first love.

“I started by breeding Andalusian 
horses,” Alcalde said. “I drove four-in- 
hand carriages with the horses I bred. The 
original stock was imported from Spain. I 
just loved doing that. In the interim, I was 
also involved in racing.” 

The first racehorse Alcalde claimed and 
won with was at Charles Town in the early 
1960s. He also bred Paco Smart, winner of 
two West Virginia Breeders Classics races, 
the 2011 Tri-State Futurity and earner of 
$309,446. 

Raim has been a client for nearly a 
decade. In fact, Alcalde had sold Raim 
the Not For Love filly Stowe White, who 
gave the owner his first Breeders Classic 
win in the 2010 West Virginia Division of 
Tourism. 

Racing also isn’t a full-time job for 
Raim, a practicing attorney. While paired 
with trainer Jeff Runco, Raim has expe¬ 
rienced a steady run of success in recent 
years. He’s added four Breeders Classics 
wins since that first one with Stowe White. 

In October, Raim and Runco took the 
West Virginia Lottery Breeders Classic 
with Bullets Fever. The now 4-year-old 
son of Fiber Sonde is a full-brother to 
2013 West Virginia Lottery winner Hidden 
Canyon. Bullets Fever is 8-for-8 lifetime. 

Also owned by Raim is Wizards Fever, 
a 3-year-old full-sister to Bullets Fever and 
Hidden Canyon. For most of the year, she 
was the horse whose debut Raim was most 
highly anticipating. However, several set¬ 
backs have pushed back her first start, and 
it’s John Barleycorn who enters 2017 with 
proven credentials. 

“Jeff had told me that of all of my 
2-year-olds, he was really training the best,” 
Raim said. “Winning is never expected, but 
we weren’t surprised that he ran well in the 
[Tri-State Futurity].” 

The name John Barleycorn was inspired 
by his dam’s name and Raim’s taste in 
music. Grey Traffic reminded Raim of the 
English rock band Traffic, who had a song 
called John Barleycorn and was one of 
the owner’s favorite groups when he was 
younger. 0

Successful Shippers 

Candip rolls in from Churchill Downs 
to take Fabulous Strike for Tomlinson

T he $200,000 Fabulous Strike Handicap 
and two other added-money events — 
the $100,000 Swatara Stakes and 
$100,000 Blue Mountain Juvenile Fillies — 
took center stage Nov. 23 at Penn National 
Race Course and provided a late-season 
Thanksgiving Eve treat for handicappers. 

The 6 -furlong Fabulous Strike is named 
in honor of one of the fastest horses 
to be based at the Grantville oval. K 
Town Partners’ Candip, who shipped from 


Kentucky, roared from off the pace to 
pass Chief Lion in the final sixteenth and 
prevail by a neck over longshot Measured 
in the field of 11 . 

Chief Lion, owned and trained by David 
Jacobson, outgunned several challengers 
for the early lead and sizzled a quarter-mile 
in :21.45 and half in :43.68. After clocking 
5 furlongs in :56.21, he began to tire, set¬ 
ting the table for Candip and Measured. 
Favored Weekend Hideaway was in tight 


and taken up at the three-eighths pole 
by Luis Saez as Candip zipped by on the 
outside. 

Ridden by Kendrick Carmouche and 
trained by Michael Tomlinson, Candip 
returned $20.80 and covered 6 furlongs 
in 1:09.77, a time that emulated clockings 
routinely made by Fabulous Strike during 
his career. 

Candip, a now 6 -year-old son of Candy 
Ride (Arg) out of the Storm Cat mare 
Indefinable, was claimed by Tomlinson 
at Churchill Downs for $32,000 in May 
2015. The bay gelding began his career at 
Remington Park with trainer Bret Calhoun 
for owners Wayne Sanders and Larry 
Hirsch, who purchased him as a yearling at 
Fasig-Tipton Kentucky for $8,000. 

In 2016, Candip won three times and 
placed twice from seven starts for Tom¬ 
linson, including a victory in the Iowa 
Sprint Handicap at Prairie Meadows in July. 

He was also second to X Y Jet in the 
$100,000 Gulfstream Park Sprint-G3 in 
February, a 6 V 2 -furlong test that went in 
1:15.95. Just prior to the Fabulous Strike, 
Candip was third in the $150,000 David M.

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Charitable Annuity’s first win away from Charles Town came in the Swatara Stakes in November. 


Vance Sprint at Remington Park, beaten 
3 lengths behind eventual Frank J. De 
Francis Memorial Dash-G3 winner Ivan 
Fallunovalot. 

“He’s a very neat horse,” said Tomlinson, 
based at Churchill Downs most of the year 
and Gulfstream Park in the winter. “We 
were fortunate and lucky that he turned 
out to be a multiple stakes winner. He was 
picked out of that claiming race on the 
basis of his pedigree and the fact that he 
was a speed horse. He was really nervous 
right after we got him, and it took a couple 
of weeks to teach him how to relax. The 
rest is history.” 

Tomlinson, born and raised in Okla¬ 
homa and a resident of Shelbyville, Ky., 
the last two decades, said Candip’s best dis¬ 
tance is 6 furlongs, and that the Fabulous 
Strike fit perfectly as the finale to his 2016 
schedule. He arrived at Penn National right 
before the race and had a chance to train 
over the surface. 

“He hasn’t won past 6 V 2 furlongs, and 
before I claimed him they tried sprint¬ 
ing him on the turf, but he didn’t really 
take to it,” Tomlinson said. “So I’ve been 
keeping him at 6 furlongs—you know that 
old saying, ‘if it ain’t broke, don’t fix it.’ 
Fortunately there’s a lot of options for him 
going forward at that distance.” 

Bred by WinStar Farm, Candip has now 
earned $392,044. A half brother to 10-time 
winner and $170,277-earner Indefinable 
Humor, and stakes-placed Dream It Do It, 
Candip has won eight of 25 starts. 

■ Mark Russell’s Charitable Annuity, based 
at Charles Town with trainer James Casey, 
bided his time early and then stormed 
down the stretch to win the Swatara by 
1% lengths over 38-1 Grasshoppin for his 
sixth victory from 11 starts at 4 in 2016. 


Under Antonio Lopez, the son of 
Charitable Man was sent off as the 3.30-1 
third choice in the eight-horse field behind 
favored Fabulous Kid, who shipped from 
New York for owner/trainer Jacobson, 
and last-out Parx winner Amplified. 

Lopez allowed Charitable Annuity to 
settle near the back of the field as longshot 
He’s Achance set the pace. The gelding 
began a run on the far turn, came outside 
horses in upper stretch and kicked clear to 
win in 1:44.26. 

Charitable Annuity’s 21-race career 
includes only two ventures away from 
Charles Town, both at Penn National: a 
third in the Mountainview Handicap in 


June and the Swatara. Bred in West Virginia 
by Donald Duvall, Charitable Annuity 
boosted his earnings to $658,040. 

Charitable Annuity’s owner-trainer 
duo is the team behind recently retired 
West Virginia-bred multimillionaire Russell 
Road. ^

Maryland-bred Top Striker upsets likely 


champion Rawnaq in

funny thing happened on the way to 
the coronation . . . 

After trouncing solid fields in 
his first three starts, thumping Irish and 
English raiders, building an insurmount¬ 
able earnings lead and all but clinching the 
Eclipse Award as champion steeplechaser, 
Rawnaq (Ire) arrived at Springdale Race 
Course in Camden, S.C., for the Colonial 
Cup-Gl Nov. 19 in what was supposed to 
be the cap to an unbeaten season. 

Only nobody told Top Striker. The 
Maryland-bred ran down the heavy favor¬ 
ite in the $150,000 stakes, drawing off late 
to win by IOV 2 lengths for owners Sue and 
George Sensor, trainer Arch Kingsley and 
jockey Ross Geraghty. A now 8-year-old 
son of Van Nistelrooy and the Cozzene 
mare Two’s Cozy, Top Striker won’t win 
an Eclipse Award but he will get credit for 
coming up big on a big stage. 

The winner trains at Springdale. His 
owners and trainer live in the area. A

win at the Carolina Cup in the spring 
or the Colonial Cup in the fall means a 
bit more and Top Striker has now won 
both races—joining Zaccio, Mistico (Chi), 
Moonstruck, Lonesome Glory and Good 
Night Shirt—on a day of racing run in the 
memory of longtime Carolina/Colonial 
Cup leader Austin Brown who died in May. 

“You always want to win here, but to 
win this race on Austin Brown Day it’s 
pretty special,” said Sue Sensor afterward. 
“Pretty bloody special.” 

Like pretty much every other American- 
bred steeplechaser, Top Striker was bred 
to be something else. Bred by Richard 
Golden’s Sycamore Hall Farm, the bay 
gelding won his first two starts on the flat 
for Golden and trainer Rodney Jenkins in 
the summer of 2012. Switched to Michael 
Matz that fall, Top Striker-racing exclu¬ 
sively on the turf—won for a $30,000 claim¬ 
ing price at Gulfstream Park in January. 
Kingsley made the private purchase shortly

thereafter and set out on a steeplechase 
conversion, with a few detours back to 
the flat. 

Top Striker set the pace and was pulled 
up in his hurdle debut at Parx Racing in 
June 2013. That fall, he broke is maiden 
over hurdles (at Springdale) and returned 
in the spring to take the Carolina Cup nov¬ 
ice stakes. He closed 2014 with a novice 
stakes win at Callaway Gardens in Georgia, 
and a fourth behind Divine Fortune in the 
Colonial Cup. Top Striker missed 2015 
entirely, and lost six in a row—one on 
the turf at Laurel—to start 2016. Off 
back-to-back seconds in handicap com¬ 
pany at Saratoga, Top Striker won his first 
race in nearly two years when he edged 
away late in the Grade 2 Zeke Ferguson 
Memorial at Great Meadow in Virginia 
Oct. 22. Kingsley loved the way his horse 
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responded from that race, and took aim at 
the Colonial Cup despite a lopsided loss 
to Rawnaq early in the year at Middleburg. 

“He seems really well within himself, 
coming off a win always gives you con¬ 
fidence, the home-field advantage always 
seems to count for something for me 
around here,” Kingsley said while taking 
a break in his barn a few days before the 
race. “The horse is doing as well as he’s 
ever done, he’s run well here before, he 
won the Carolina Cup, he broke his maiden 
here. Look at him, that’s him squealing 
right there, he’s announcing himself.” 

Then he went out and did it on the race 
course, loudly. 

Rawnaq set the pace, but was never able 
to separate from the eight rivals the way he 
did at the Grand National-Gl in October. 
Blame the flat, fast course at Springdale 


and a bit of a regression or pay credit to 
Top Striker. The winner sat second or 
third throughout, let Days of Heaven (Fr) 
hound the leader a bit and then attacked 
with two fences to go. 

“The plan was to get a lead over the last 
but I was afraid they were going to box me 
in, I moved out and as soon as I gave him 
daylight, he jumped on the bit and started 
running,” said Geraghty, who won his 
second consecutive Cup. “I said, T’m not 
disappointing you.’ I let him go. He flew 
the second-to-last, then the last was there, 
I had lots of horse, when he landed, away 
he went.” 

Rawnaq stayed on, but had no answer 
for the winner. Irv Naylor’s now 10-year- 
old finished second after making the run¬ 
ning in a 2%-mile race. Days of Heaven, 
shipped over for two races by top English 


trainer Nicky Henderson, finished third. 
Top Striker covered the distance in 5:12.40, 
while winning for the fifth time in 16 hur¬ 
dle starts. The $90,000 payday pushed his 
career earnings to $325,954, all but $61,304 
of it over fences. Before the Colonial Cup, 
he was a capable horse. Now he’s a Grade 
1 winner. 

“I’m stunned, I am stunned,” Sue 
Sensor said. “Ever since Great Meadow, 
his attitude has been like Tm the man. 
When do we run again?’ It made him 
feel like King Kong. When Arch pulled 
the truck and trailer up to go to Callaway, 
he was like, ‘Me? My turn, my turn.’ I 
thought the distance and the weights and 
the ground suited him at Great Meadow 
and coming here I figured Rawnaq was 
going to do it again. We could be second, 
third, fourth. I would have been delighted 
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with that. And then for him to do what 
he did . . . Watching it, I had dropped my 
glasses and I saw Rawnaq come over the 
[last fence] and I thought we were going 
to be second and then it was Whoa, that’s 
that face I know.’ It’s Top Striker.” 

FALL RACING ROUNDUP 

The season ended at the Colonial Cup, 
where Kieran Norris clinched the jockeys’ 
championship with a win aboard Willow 
U in a $30,000 filly/mare hurdle one race 
after Paddy Young tied it up with a score 
by Invocation (Fr) in a $25,000 3-year-old 
hurdle. Other winners on the season’s 
final day were Lake Champlain (Ire) and 
Canadian Gold in handicap hurdles and 
good-looking 4-year-olds Strongbox and 
Alcazar de Maram in maiden hurdles. 

Champion trainer Jack Fisher dominated 
Georgia’s Callaway Gardens races Nov. 5 — 
sweeping all four jump races. Owned by 
Sheila Williams and Northwood Stables, 
Special Skills took the featured $75,000 
AFLAC Supreme Hurdle by 8/2 lengths 
over Fisher-trained stablemate Ice It with 
All That Rules (GB) third. It was Special 
Skills’ third win of the year, and stamped 
him as a horse to watch in 2017. The 
dark bay son of Bernstein was a $200,000 
juvenile purchase and raced on the flat for 
Richard Santulli and New Jersey-based 
trainer Alan Goldberg-winning three 


times and placing in the Grade 3 Pilgrim 
Stakes as a 2 -year-old in 2012—before 
Fisher made the private purchase late in 
2014. 

Also at Callaway, Fisher won timber 
races with Sharp Numbers and Lemony 
Bay (GB) and a maiden hurdle with Signa¬ 
ture Look. 

Up the road at Montpelier in Virginia 
Nov. 5, the day belonged to jockey Paddy 
Young. The five-time champion won four 
jump races including the $35,000 Noel 
Laing handicap hurdle with Cul Baire (Ire) 
for Michael Smith and trainer Jimmy Day. 
The winner was making his second hurdle 
start since falling at Saratoga in July 2015, 
but prepped with two flat tries including a 
seventh in the Laurel Turf Cup. 

Owner/breeder Betsy Mead and trainer 
Doug Fout won a filly/mare allowance 
hurdle with So Far Away, a daughter of 
Skip Away and the Robellino mare Hark 
the Sound (GB). The latter won over 
hurdles for Mead and Fout and has pro¬ 
duced hurdle winners Forgotten Man and 
Storyville. 

SEASON REPORT CARD 

The National Steeplechase Association 
set a record for total purses with $6,138,810 
paid out in 2016 despite the loss of the 
Charleston Cup meet. The final figures 
included 183 individual races carded (down 


five from 2015) and 498 individual horses 
participating (an increase of 19 from 2015). 
Those horses made 1,444 starts. 

The purse increase was the fifth con¬ 
secutive year as purses have climbed from 
$4.4 million in 2011. 

LOOKING AHEAD 

Growth will again be the idea for 2017, 
with the NSA looking at the return of 
Charleston with tentatively scheduled 
spring and fall meets in South Carolina. 
North Carolina’s Stoneybrook race meet 
will not be run in 2017 as the Carolina 
Horse Park decided to concentrate on 
other equestrian events —horse shows, 
events, dressage and driving competition. 
Stoneybrook was founded in 1949 by Hall 
of Fame trainer Mickey Walsh at his farm 
in Southern Pines and moved to the horse 
park in 2001 . 

Charleston’s spring meet could fill the 
void left by Stoneybrook in early April, 
with another potential change coming with 
the Block House Races in Tryon, N.C. 
Plans call for Block House to move from 
its early May slot to April 15 and also 
relocate to a new course at the Tryon 
International Equestrian Center. 

The season makes its traditional start at 
Aiken, S.C., March 25. ■

Rouse receives Clark Award 

Randolph D. Rouse, a Virginia horseman who guided the National 
Steeplechase Association through some of its most challenging days 
in the 1970s and helped steer one of the sport’s most important 
innovations, has been awarded the F. Ambrose Clark Award, American 
jump racing’s leading honor. 

Rouse, who continues to establish racing records as he approaches 
his 100th birthday later this month, is the 26th recipient of the F. 
Ambrose Clark Award. Created in 1965, the award recognizes those 
individuals who have done the most to promote, improve and encour¬ 
age the growth and welfare of American Steeplechasing. 

“Randy Rouse is a most deserving recipient of the F. Ambrose 
Clark Award,” said NSA President Guy J. Torsilieri. “He has been a 
leader of the sport in his native Virginia and nationally, and he is an 
inspiration to those who have followed him.” 

He and his wife, Michele, reside in Arlington, Va., and have a farm 
in Aldie. 

Rouse is all but synonymous with jump racing and foxhunting in 
Northern Virginia. Born in Smithfield, Va., and raised in Newport News, 
he settled in Northern Virginia after graduating from Washington and 
Lee University in 1939 and serving in the U.S. Navy during World War 
II. He founded Randolph D. Rouse Enterprises, a construction and 
investment firm, in 1947. 

His interest in hunting and racing blossomed after being invited 
to participate in the Fairfax Hunt. In time, he became master of fox¬ 


hounds and held that position for 
several decades. He also helped 
to launch the Fairfax Races and 
served as its chairman for more 
than three decades. 

He was elected the NSA’s 
president in 1971, just as New 
York racing was adopting off-track 
betting and simultaneously de¬ 
emphasizing jump racing. Rouse, 
who was steeped in the tradition 
of country racing, began the pro¬ 
cess of changing the focus of the 
sport to its race meets. 

At the same time, all meets in 
the early 1970s were confronting 
the cost of maintaining natural 
fences for hurdle races. With NSA 
executive vice president John E. Cooper, Rouse explored the idea of a 
manmade fence that would be moved from meet to meet. The result 
was the National Fence, inaugurated in 1974, Rouse’s final year as 
NSA president. 

Rouse was an accomplished amateur jockey and a fixture on the 
circuit for decades. Rouse continues to be active in the sport. He still 
owns and trains, and his Hishi Soar won a hurdle race in April 2016.

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It took a few years. 

He first came to the United States for a 
summer stint for trainer Eddie Kenneally in 
2008. Norris galloped horses in Kentucky 
and managed a two-week jaunt to Saratoga 
before he left. That whetted his appetite to 
come back. 

“I remember [trainer] David Carroll tell¬ 
ing me about Saratoga, and Eddie wouldn’t 
tell me about Saratoga, because he didn’t 
want me to go up there,” Norris said. “So 
we flew up there for two weeks before we 
left. I said, Tm coming back here.’” 

Norris saved enough money to come 
back, getting a job with flat trainer Jimmy 
Baker for the 2011 season at Saratoga. 
That job changed everything. Norris met a 
woman, found a sport and kicked a habit. 


The woman was Madison Meyers, 
Baker’s assistant who needed an exercise 
rider and wound up with Norris as a fill-in 
for the meet. They’re engaged. 

The sport was American steeplechasing. 
He’s a champion. 

The habit was alcohol. He stopped 
drinking. And, well, that’s a big reason for 
the woman and the championship. 

“I didn’t know there was jump racing 
here,” Norris said. “I had heard of the 
Maryland [pronounced Merry Land] Hunt 
Cup, then one of the lads I was working 
with said, Yeah, there’s a jump race this 
afternoon, the first race.’ I went over and 
saw Brian Crowley and Darren Nagle, I 
knew those guys from home. I thought this 
might be fun.” 


Option 3 

Norris prevails 
in tight battle 
for jockeys’ crown

J oin the army. Become a farmer. 

That’s it. Those were Kieran 
Norris’ choices growing up in Ireland. 
Instead, Norris conquered America, 
becoming the National Steeplechase 
Association’s champion steeplechase jock¬ 
ey in 2016. 

Foxhunting, flat-track galloping jobs, a 
jaunt to Saratoga, shunning alcohol, meet¬ 
ing a woman and a scooter ride ultimately 
led Norris away from the army and/or 
farming to a 14-win season in 2016. It’s 
a long way from Joe Aitcheson’s 40 wins 
back in 1964, or the 30 put up by Gus 
Brown in 2001, but it was enough in a year 
where five wins separated the top eight 
jockeys. 

Norris, one final precious win ahead of 
five-time champion Paddy Young, sat in 
the corner of the jocks’ room after seven 
races at the Colonial Cup Nov. 19 and 94 
rides for the season and explained how 
he had gone from two choices (barely a 
choice) to champion. 

“At home, I was either going to be a 
farmer or join the army, those were my two 
options, then I started foxhunting and that 
got me involved in horses,” Norris said. “I 
was a little bit hesitant about the horses at 
the start but I started riding ponies with 
Richie Rohan, we were wild men hunting, 
that’s what sparked it, just riding as fast as 
we could over country.” 

Norris, 31, rode races in Ireland but was 
far from successful—“I had bits of luck, 
but I was only involved in small yards. I 
thought I was a good jockey, now I look 
back, Oh my God,”—and followed the 
well-worn path from eking out a few rides 
in Ireland to earning solid weekend money 
in America. Norris led seven Irishmen in 
the top 10. 
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But, first, he had to change. 

“In Ireland, it was just too much drink¬ 
ing, I was more worried about what was 
happening after the races than what I 
was about the racing,” said Norris, who 
hails from the town of Tallow in County 
Waterford. “I had to change some things, I 
went off it for a year and a half, just didn’t 
touch a drop. Now I can go out and have 
a social drink and have fun, but I’m not 
going out to get hammered and see how 
drunk I can get. Madison has helped, it’s 
made a big difference, now I’m concentrat¬ 
ing on what I’m doing.” 

In March 2012, Norris ventured to 
Maryland to see if steeplechasing would 
indeed be fun. He rode out for Jack Fisher 
for a few days before going to Tom Voss, 
it was love at first sight. Sort of. 

Explaining in a way only the Irish can, 
Norris uses present tense and sentences 
from other people to describe an impor¬ 
tant moment in the past. 

“I had Jack’s scooter, it was just after 
Cheltenham, it was freezing, I drive the 
scooter from Hunt Valley out to Tom’s, 
I’m frozen by the time I get there, I can 
barely get off the scooter,” Norris said. 
“Tom said, ‘The day I seen you come in on 
that scooter, I knew you were the right man 
for the job because there’s no one stupid 
enough to do that.’” 

Meyers and Norris worked for Voss but 
it was a slog. Norris won two races from 
22 rides in 2012, riding a few spares for 
Voss, but was far from a prodigy. He was 
best known for sitting through a belly-slide 
with Cornhusker (GB) at the last fence at 
Saratoga than a tally of winners. Things 
needed to change. 

After a bad day at the Willowdale Stee¬ 
plechase in May 2013, Norris was dis¬ 
gusted and looking for a way out. On 
the car ride home, he mentioned Richard 
Valentine and how well his horses looked, 
how well they ran. 

“He was apprehensive and I just said, 
‘It’s time to make a move or else, don’t do 
it,’” Meyers said. “You can’t be stagnant in 
a game like this.” 

Meyers found Valentine’s number, they 
pulled over on the side of the road and 
Norris called. 

By the fall of 2013, Norris and Meyers 
had moved to Virginia, Norris working 
full time at Valentine’s barn in The Plains. 
Norris began to win races and make prog¬ 
ress.

“There were parts of my riding that I 
didn’t even know needed to be improved 
on but he saw it and worked with me. 
We just schooled and schooled, he would 
jump and then he would watch me jump, 
he would tell me what he did and what he 
wanted me to do, it built up my confidence, 
I didn’t have any confidence,” Norris said. 
“He didn’t put me on horses straight away, 
he said sit out the summer and we’ll get 
going in the fall.” 

Norris guided Valentine’s Awesome 
Pearl to win two races in the fall of 2013, 
picked up the ride on Foyle to win the 
Pennsylvania Hunt Cup and finished the 
year with six wins from 42 rides. Things 
had improved. 

“Awesome Pearl was my first horse, he 
got me going. Then by accident I got on 
Foyle, that kicked it off again,” Norris said. 
“Only for Richard-and Madison-they 
kept me at it. I would have gone galloping 
at Laurel Park if it wasn’t for them.” 

Back in 2011, Meyers just needed an 
exercise rider to ease the load at Baker’s 
Saratoga barn. Norris showed up, and 
changed her life too. Now, she’s his biggest 
fan, cheerleader, advisor and champion. 

“I grew up in Lexington, I had been 
to High Hope but I didn’t know any¬ 
thing about steeplechasing. At first, I didn’t 
understand the jump game, it was a big 
adjustment, it was a whole new world,” 
said Meyers, who runs an equine therapy 
business in Middleburg. “When he started, 
I was getting frustrated for him, he was 
working hard and not getting any oppor¬ 
tunities. Going to Richard’s changed every¬ 
thing.” 

In 2014, Norris won nine races from 75 
rides, gradually earning a spot in the top 
10. By 2015, Norris was back freelancing, 
winning seven races. With three wins in the 
spring and three in the summer (five for 
Doug Fout and one for Neil Morris), 2016 
looked similar to past years. And then it got 
very different. 

Young, with five trophies already 
engraved and closing in on the 200-win 


mark, broke his arm in July. Connor 
Hankin, vying for champion jockey, joined 
the Marines in August. Jack Doyle, the 
clubhouse leader, broke his pelvis in 
September. Rides freed up and Norris 
pounced. 

He won a maiden timber at Shawan 
Downs, a maiden hurdle at Virginia Fall 
and a handicap hurdle at Far Hills to 
enter championship talk. Then Virginia’s 
International Gold Cup meet came around 
and Norris banged out a natural hat trick, 
winning three straight races for Morris and 
added two flat races, one with the Meyers- 
trained New Saloon. 

Understated and unassuming, Norris 
began to think big. 

“I guess when Jack got injured, it 
opened things up a litfie bit and I thought 
maybe there’s a possibility that I could do 
something,” Norris said. “I rode the first 
race at the Gold Cup, then Ack Feisty won, 
then Zanclus basically ran off with me and 
won, then Formidable Heart won. That 
was the first time it hit me.” 

Norris banged out a maiden claimer at 
Aiken (they all count the same) and then 
blanked at Callaway Gardens while Young 
won four at Montpelier on the same day. It 
all came down, as it should, to the Colonial 
Cup. 

Norris began the day with a one-win 
lead on Young. The five-time champion 
won the day’s third race, the Raymond 
Woolfe Memorial 3-year-old hurdle, to tie 
it. Norris answered a race later, galvanizing 
Valentine’s Willow U to pass three rivals 
after the last hurdle to win the filly-and- 
mare allowance. Norris and Young were 
blanked in a stressful final three races and 
Norris had his championship. 

“I never expected to come here with a 
fighting chance to win it,” Norris said on 
the final day. “I put my head down and 
tried not to think about it. After the first 
couple of races, I said, ‘How bad am I rid¬ 
ing? I need to pick this up.’ Then the filly, 
the minute I got on her, I could tell she was 
on her game.” 

Moments after what turned out to be 
the tide clincher, Young and Norris met at 
the scales. Young stepped off after finish¬ 
ing fifth aboard Ivy Mills as Norris stepped 
on. They still had three races to go, but you 
could feel a changing of the guard—for 
now anyway. 

“Well done, Kieran,” Young said. 

“Cheers, buddy,” Norris replied. ■ 
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2016 Steeplechase Champions 


T he official champion steeplechase horse of 2016 will be the winner of the 
Eclipse Award vote, but the final tally ought to be a landslide as Rawnaq 
(Ire) dominated the stakes division among hurdle horses with three wins 
(two Grade 1) and a second in four starts for $387,000 in earnings. The pride 
of owner Irv Naylor’s record-setting stable leads a parade of 2016 champions. 
A rundown of the divisional champions: 

Leading Horse-Rawnaq. He won three of four, with a second, and earned 
$387,000 to lead all steeplechasers on the season. Owned by Naylor and 
trained by Cyril Murphy, the Irish-bred entered 2016 as the second string to 
2015 Eclipse Award winner Dawalan (Fr) but finished as the undisputed king 
of the barn and sport after Dawalan went to the sidelines early with a tendon 
injury. Rawnaq won the Temple Gwathmey (by 15 lengths) while giving away 
weight in April, then denied Irish raiders Shaneshill (Ire) and Nichols Canyon 
(GB) in the Grade 1 Iroquois. Rested over the summer, the son of Azamour 
(Ire) returned in October to annex the Grade 1 American Grand National at Far 
Hills-turning aside Grade 1 winner Scorpiancer (Ire) and two English rivals. 
Only a second in November’s Colonial Cup prevented a perfect season, and 
one of the sport’s great campaigns of all-time. The now 10-year-old heads to 
England this winter with an eye on the 3-mile World Hurdle at the Cheltenham 
Festival in March. If he wins, he collects a $500,000 bonus from the Brown 
Advisory Iroquois-Cheltenham Challenge. “A little bit of freshening won’t do him 
any harm,” Murphy said of the winter plans. “We’re thinking the end of January, 
beginning of February [for the trip to England], try and get a race when we get 
there and then train through over there toward Cheltenham.” 

One Fact: Murphy will join Bruce Miller (Lonesome Glory and All Gong-GB 
in 1999,2000), Jonathan Sheppard (Jimmy Lorenzo and Highland Bud in 1988, 
1989; Cafe Prince and Martie’s Anger in 1978,1979), Mikey Smithwick (Neji 
and Ancestor in 1958,1959) and John Skinner (American Way and Trough Hill 
in 1948,1949) to win back-to-back titles with different horses. 

Novice and Filly/Mare Champion-Get Ready Set Goes. How good was 
Get Ready Set Goes? The filly entered her 4-year-old season in 2016 as a 
maiden over hurdles and finished second in her debut at Atlanta in April, then 
proceeded to win against males at High Hope in May and added stakes victories 
against fillies/mares at Saratoga and Far Hills. Bred in Ohio by Frances Hill 
“Snowie” Myers, the daughter of Run Away and Hide won three of four and 
earned $94,500 -tops among the girls and all horses that started the year as 
maidens over hurdles. Better yet, Get Ready Set Goes won for every “little guy” 
owner/trainer ever. Kentucky-based Hill Parker galloped the filly, drove the van, 
led her to the paddock and fretted every detail. He got help from the Boucher 
family-trainer Lilith, jockey Richard and daughters Mell and Mary-but 
otherwise did it all. 

One Fact: Get Ready Set Goes is the second filly/mare champion to also 
claim the novice crown-after Guelph in 2005. 

Timber Horse-Two’s Company. Trainer Jack Fisher and owner Bruton 
Street-US dusted off a battalion of imported timber horses in 2016 and got 
wins from Two’s Company (Ire), Lemony Bay (GB), The Nephew (Ire) and Drift 
Society (Ire). All four wound up in the top 10 among timber horses with Two’s 
Company taking the championship on the strength of four wins, two seconds 
and $103,200 in six starts. At age 7, he edged Ebanour (Ire) by $4,200 with 
wins at Camden and Middleburg in April, a second in the Virginia Gold Cup, a 
Shawan Downs win in September, another win at Middleburg in October and a 
second in the International Gold Cup. 

One Fact: Fisher horses have won 11 timber championships (four by 
Saluter, three by Bubble Economy and singles by Call Louis, Gus’s Boy, Charlie’s 
Dewan and Two’s Company). 

Three-Year-Old Hurdle Champion-Officer’s Oath. Officer’s Oath joins Get 
Ready Set Goes on the 2016 roster. Bred by Jimmy and Emily Day in Virginia, 
and later sold to clients Bruce and Edie Smart, Officer’s Oath won both hurdle 


starts and earned $42,000 to lead the division. The son of Luftikus scored at 
Shawan Downs in September and backed that up with a rich triumph in the 
Gladstone Hurdle at Far Hills in October. 

One Fact: The versatile gelding won on the flat as 2-year-old in November 
2015 and did so again in June 2016, both at Charles Town. 

Owner-Irv Naylor. At the start of the year, he would have been shorter than 
even money to win this and the sport’s biggest owner did not disappoint-piling 
up 21 wins, 20 seconds and 20 thirds (from 109 starts) and breaking his record 
for annual earnings with $997,600. No one has earned $1 million in a single 
steeplechase season, ever. Naylor’s horses were based primarily with Cyril 
Murphy in Maryland, but several other trainers-Billy Meister, Leslie Young and 
Kevin Tobin among them-ran horses in the green, white and yellow. Stable 
stars of 2016 included Rawnaq, Ebanour, Charminster, Saluda Sam, Jamarjo 
and a slew of others. Naylor has won six NSA owners’ crowns, all in the last 
seven years with Bill Pape (2013) the only break in the chain. 

One Fact: Naylor’s $6,325,862 in lifetime earnings trail only Augustin 
Stable, by a rapidly diminishing $2.6 million or so. 

Trainer-Jack Fisher. Like Naylor, Fisher would have been odds-on to claim 
the crown and ran away with it thanks to 26 wins and $1,093,610 from 132 
starts to outrun Cyril Murphy’s 17 wins and $813,750 (from just 53 starts). 
Fisher’s horses also placed second 27 times and third 21 times as he won his 
10th championship by races won and fifth by earnings. Stars of the Maryland- 
based barn included Grade 1 winner Scorpiancer, novice stakes winner Special 
Skills, timber champion Two’s Company (who led five Fisher horses in the 
division’s top 10) and others. 

One Fact: One trainer-Fisher-has exceeded $1 million in purse earnings 
for a single season and he’s done it three times. He still trails Jonathan 
Sheppard by more than $9 million. 

Jockey Earnings-Sean McDermott. With 98 rides, the Irishman led the circuit 
in total mounts and topped the earnings list with $648,750 thanks to a Grade 
1 win with Scorpiancer, a Saratoga win with Detroit Blues, three wins aboard 
timber champion Two’s Company and a double with top 3-year-old Officer’s 
Oath. He won a dozen races, third-most behind Kieran Norris and Paddy Young. 

One Fact: McDermott had 23 seconds, which would frustrate most people. 
His answer: “Better than 23 thirds.” 

Jockey Wins-Kieran Norris. The Irishman closed with a rush to claim the 
jockeys’ championship with 14 wins, one more than five-time champion Paddy 
Young and two more than McDermott. Norris won three jump races at the 
International Gold Cup meet in October to climb into the race, and sealed it 
with late-season wins at Aiken and the Colonial Cup. The latter victory, aboard 
Willow U on the season’s final day, broke a 13-13 tie with Young. Norris rode 
for a host of trainers, including Neil Morris, Doug Fout and Richard Valentine. 
Norris rode 94 races on the year, second only to McDermott, and overtook early 
leader Jack Doyle, who won 11 through Saratoga before going to the sidelines 
for the rest of the season with an injury. 

One Fact: Norris, from Tallow in County Waterford, led all jockeys with 99 
rides in 2015, and won just seven. He doubled that total (while riding five less 
races) in 2016. 

Amateur Jockey and Timber Jockey-Connor Hankin. He only rode through 
Saratoga, but put up nine wins overall and five over timber to claim both 
trophies. A 2016 University of Virginia graduate, Hankin put his steeplechase 
career on hold in September to join the United States Marine Corps. The 
Marylander graduated Officer Candidate School in November. 

Apprentice Jockey-Brendan Crowley. By winning a race with Canadian Gold 
on the season’s final day, the Irishman broke a 5-5 tie with Connor Hankin to 
take home the prize as leading apprentice. He rode mainly for trainer Doug Fout, 
getting two wins each aboard Hardrock Eleven and Canadian Gold.

R acing and breeding news, both 
nationally and regionally, is available 
through a host of outlets on a daily 
basis. But what about information for 
horsemen, specifically the nuts-and-bolts 
content that is vital to how they conduct 
their business on a daily basis? 

It’s available through a variety of 
sources, including regulatory organizations 
and news websites. But the Thoroughbred 
Horsemen’s Association (THA) recog¬ 
nized a deficiency and responded accord¬ 
ingly with the launch of THAracing.com in 
late November. 

The THA website was in the works for 
a while, but in a three-month period from 
September through November, a dedi¬ 
cated team worked diligently to make it a 
reality. THA Chairman Alan Foreman calls 
the website a “one-stop-shop” not only for 
horsemen but for anyone who works or 
has interest in horse racing. 

“We were criticized in some quarters 
for not having a website. But, we never 
wanted to just have a website that provided 
information about our organization and 
nothing else. And, we didn’t want to dupli¬ 
cate what others are doing,” Foreman said. 
“I know how difficult it is in our industry 
for horsemen to find information and 
travel to many different sites. In developing 
our website, we spent considerable time 
talking to individual horsemen, industry 
stakeholders, regulators and others to see 
what kind of information they would like 
to see on one convenient site. We believe 
we’ve done that. 

“Our website fills a niche for horsemen 
that was sorely needed. We are extreme¬ 
ly proud of this site and believe it will 
become a daily resource for horsemen and 
the industry at large.” 

From a resources standpoint, 
THAracing.com puts the emphasis on 
easy access to racing information such as 
overnight sheets, entries, results, and links 
to regulatory websites; details on the all- 


important aftercare programs offered by 
THA affiliates and national umbrella orga¬ 
nizations; and medication guidance. 

The Medication Information section, 
the only one of its kind in racing, consoli¬ 
dates key guidance and information in one 
location. A highlight is the list of 30 legal 
substances regularly used in Thoroughbred 
racing that fall under the Controlled 
Therapeutic Medication Schedule - 
THAracing.com lists the substances with 
withdrawal times, threshold levels, admin¬ 
istration guidelines, Class, Penalty Class, 
and Multiple Medication Violation Penalty 
System points, etc.-in alphabetical order 
and also groups them by category for 
easy reference, along with warnings. The 
ARCI Foreign Substances list and Penalty 
Guidelines are listed as well. 

The Medication Information tab 
also has a section for Medication Alerts 
designed to help horsemen with other 
essential medication information and real¬ 
time warnings about regulatory and policy 
changes that will affect them. In addition, 
there are explanations on such issues as 
naturally occurring substances that are ille¬ 
gal to administer to a horse, compounded 
drugs, Non-Steroidal Anti-Inflammatory 
Drug stacking prohibitions and how to 
limit the chances of environmental con¬ 
tamination in the barn area. 

The THA was at the forefront of 
the push for national uniform medication 
regulations when it effectively lined up 
support among horsemen and regulators 
to adopt uniform rules in the Mid-Atlantic 
and Northeast regions, where many horses 
cross state lines to race on a daily basis. As 
such, THAracing.com details what is now 
the National Uniform Medication Program 
and provides updates — either through writ¬ 
ten content or maps —on its progress. 

Though the THA is a trade organiza¬ 
tion, the team decided the website should 
also offer relevant news, features, and 
commentary to bring balance to current 


industry coverage and ensure that the 
viewpoints of horsemen and the positive 
things that are happening in our sport are 
discussed. While the focus is on member 
states, there will be regular content of 
national interest. 

Commentary will afford the THA an 
opportunity to get out its message online as 
well as through social media platforms; the 
website launched with a few commentaries 
from other industry stakeholders, and that 
will continue. There are plans to add regu¬ 
lar columns geared toward equine health 
and safety as well as the Thoroughbred 
racing regulatory environment. 

It’s important to note THAracing.com, 
from a user standpoint, goes against cur¬ 
rent website trends. It is designed to be 
easy to navigate and read, and that also 
goes for the manner in which it reproduces 
on mobile platforms. It’s certainly not no¬ 
frills, but it was built to cut through the 
clutter. 

Development of the site was indeed 
a multi-state effort. Foreman, the THA’s 
longstanding CEO, oversaw the project 
and was intimately involved in its devel¬ 
opment and content. David Richardson, 
Executive Director of the Maryland THA 
and a former marketing and advertis¬ 
ing firm executive who worked on the 
MATCH Series, was heavily involved in 
design. Tyler Goss and Carl Michel, who 
operate a web business in Kentucky, built 
the site, and Andy Belfiore, Executive 
Director of the New York THA, worked 
on written and resource content. 

If launching a comprehensive website 
has its share of obstacles-we all found 
that out through the process-populating it 
with quality content and keeping informa¬ 
tion current has its challenges. The hope is 
that as horsemen and others in the indus¬ 
try become familiar with THAracing.com, 
they will let us know what they like, may 
not like, or would like to see in the future. 

So THAracing.com will evolve, as does 
the racing industry itself. But its core 
objectives will remain constant: Provide 
owners and trainers with guidance, useful 
information, and a good, accurate read. #

Rule by Night relocates to WynOaks in Pennsylvania 



M alibu Moon’s speedy 
son Rule by Night has 
moved from New York 
to stand the 2017 season at 
WynOaks Farm in Delta, Pa. 
Owned by Gold Square LLC 
and Walter Sorace, the 10-year- 
old chestnut has a fee of $2,500 
live foal, with special consider¬ 
ation to qualifying mares. 

Rule by Night, whose oldest 
crop are 3-year-olds, retired to 
stud after winning five of 15 
starts, with four stakes wins or 
placings, and earning $249,400. 

He dazzled with his first 
stakes score at 3, taking the 
7-furlong Groovy at Aqueduct 
by 9% lengths in 1:20.67, just 
.63 seconds off the track 
record set by champion Artax 
more than a decade earlier, 
and earning a 108 Beyer Speed 
Figure. Rule by Night’s victory 
in the Duck Dance Stakes at 
Belmont Park the next year 
was equally impressive, as he 
stopped the clock in 1:14.86 


for 6/4 furlongs, .40 seconds 
off the track record over a 
field of graded stakes winners. 
Other wins included a 6-fur¬ 
long Monmouth allowance in 
1:08.91 and a maiden special 
weight at Aqueduct. Stakes- 


placings came in the Gallant 
Bob at Philadelpha Park, miss¬ 
ing by a neck when second 
to Bank Merger, and a third 
behind Trappe Shot and D’ 
Funnybone in Belmont’s 
Waldoboro. 


Rule by Night is out of 
the Silver Deputy mare Silver 
Reserve, the dam of six winners 
from eight starters. His second 
dam, Shy Miss (by Secretariat) 
produced graded stakes-win- 
ning juvenile Boone’s Mill 
and stakes-placed Corporate 
Debut, dam of graded winner 
Cape Hope. 

Found under stakes-win- 
ning third dam Alyanna are 
millionaires Dads Caps, winner 
of the 7-furlong Carter Handi- 
cap-Gl in 2014 and 2015, and 
Paulas silverlining, a six-time 
stakes winner-four in 2016, 
including the Grade 2 Gallant 
Bloom and Grade 3 Distaff 
and Vagrancy Handicaps — and 
third in the 2016 Breeders’ Cup 
Filly and Mare Sprint-Gl. 
Another speedy family mem¬ 
ber, Choctaw Ridge, captured 
the 2004 HBPA City of Charles 
Town Handicap at Charles 
Town in a track record :44.86 
for 4 furlongs. 


Moovin On Machen delivers 
first win for sire Machen 


M achen, a 9-year-old son 
of Distorted Humor 
standing privately at 
Baird Racing Stable in New 
Cumberland, WVa., for owner 
Mike Baird, got his first win¬ 
ner in his first crop when the 
dark bay gelding Moovin On 
Machen won a 5 V4- furlong 
maiden special weight for 
accredited West Virginia-bred 
2-year-olds Nov. 21 at Moun¬ 
taineer. Bred, owned and 
trained by Baird—“I was one 
proud papa,” he said of his 
first homegrown winner by a 
stallion he owns—Moovin On 


Machen was the 2-5 choice in 
his debut and led at every call 
for a 1-length score. 

The first foal out of Miss 
Maddy Moo, a winning daugh¬ 
ter of Bellamy Road, Moovin 
On Machen is also the first 
starter for Machen, who has 19 
foals in his 2014 crop. 

Machen made his debut as a 
3-year-old in early January and 
quickly showed his potential, 
winning three of five starts, 
including the Grade 3 Derby 
Trial at Churchill Downs, over 
a four-month span. He was 
fourth in his stakes debut, Fair 


Grounds’ Grade 2 Risen Star, 
behind Mucho Macho Man, 
Santiva and Rogue Romance, 
Machen’s third start in less 
than seven weeks. In his final 
start, Machen rallied six wide 
and closed with a rush to nail 
Dominus at the wire in the 
Grade 3 Derby Trial. 

Machen’s career ended when 
he suffered a condylar fracture 
of his left front leg during a 
workout while pointing toward 
Saratoga’s Amsterdam Stakes 
that summer and retired with 
earnings of $216,530.

P eace and Justice, a winning 
son of top sire War Front, 
is the newest stallion to 
take up residence at Glenn 
and Becky Brok’s Diamond B 
Farm in Mohrsville, Pa.

Sky, a daughter of Smart Strike 
with seven winners from seven 
foals. 

He is a half-brother to Dixie 
Stakes-G2 winner Hudson 
Steele, an earner of $513,824 
with seven wins and four plac- 
ings from 15 career starts, 
seven in stakes. Half-sister 


Lauren Byrd placed in a stakes 
at 2 and won two of four starts. 
She is the dam of My Man 
Sam, second in the 2016 Blue 
Grass Stakes-Gl and an earner 
of $383,200.

Forestry son Ruler King 
moves to West Virginia 


R uler King, a winning son 
of Forestry, has moved to 
Linda Conn’s One Spar¬ 
row Farm in Charles Town, 
WVa., for his first full season at 
stud. Owned by Cramer 
Racing, Ruler King was test 
bred to three mares in 2015 (all 
got in foal). “He was on the 
farm for a few years,” noted 
Jeff Cramer, “and when we had

No Clydesdale, Virginia-bred 
Sticksstatelydude wins Gr. 3 

H ow does a guy who worked with Clydesdales most of his 
life come to breed a graded stakes winner? That’s the story 
of longtime horseman Glenn Eickhoff, who with his wife 
Roxanne bred Sticksstatelydude, winner of Aqueduct’s Grade 3 
Discovery Stakes for 3-year-olds Nov. 12. 

Clydesdales, Quarter Horses, Thoroughbreds—Eickhoff has 
worked with them all. For nearly half of his 63 years he took care 
of the Budweiser Clydesdales, including managing several divi¬ 
sions of the vast Anheuser-Busch horse operation. As a young 
man, he trained at Thoroughbred tracks in New Mexico, Louisiana 
and Nebraska, plus “was a valet, did pretty much everything there 
is to do on the racetrack,” Eickhoff said. “I’ve been involved with 
Thoroughbreds for 35 years or so, on a small scale. Never had 
more than one or two mares.” 

Through his Anheuser-Busch connections, he came to be a 
manager of 1,600-acre Oxbow Farm in Front Royal, Va., the 
last four years. Located next to Morgan’s Ford Farm, on the 
Shenandoah River, Oxbow Farm was once part of the property 
which belonged to Raymond Guest, and is now owned by Adie 
and Beatrice von Gontard, the latter a Busch heir. 

“I worked for her father as a kid. So it’s kind of come full 
circle,” Eickhoff said. “I was offered a position in Virginia to take 
care of her [pleasure and driving] horses and I’m able to keep my 
mares here for part of the year when they’re not in Kentucky or 
New York or somewhere else.” Along with a menagerie of animals 
and different breeds of horses, including Clydesdales, owned by 
the von Gontards, live two Thoroughbred mares. One is Placerita, 
a daughter of Gilded Time and dam of Sticksstatelydude. 

Eickhoff worked in Florida at an Ocala farm for a few years in 
the mid-2000s, and when Padua Farm closed its doors and began 
selling horses in 2006, Eickhoff took a look. Bidding went beyond 
his limit on a few, including a mare who would later produce a 
Grade 1 winner. But he considered Placerita the “nicest of the 
bunch... I was really impressed with her conformation.” He never 
thought he’d be able to afford her. “I was prepared to go $25 or 
$30,000,” he said, so he was shocked when the bidding stopped 
at $8,000. “I thought I was bidding on the wrong horse. I got her 
for next to nothing and she’s turned out to be a pleasant surprise.” 

Bred under the banner of Canyon Lake Thoroughbreds, a name 
adopted from a road the Eickhoffs lived on in Florida—Placerita 
produced a Snow Ridge filly the next January. Named Botany, the 
filly placed in 11 of her 22 starts. Four of the next five foals out of 
Placerita are winners, three stakes horses. Sticksstatelydude leads 
the way with earnings of $326,400 from eight starts, but she is also 
the dam of four-time stakes winner Saturday Nite Ride, an earner 
of $220,471, and stakes-placed Crackdown, who was second in 
the 2016 John Longden 6000 Handicap. The mare’s 2014 filly by 
Maclean’s Music named Swing and Sway sold as a short yearling 



at Keeneland January for $50,000 (and later as an OBS 2-year-old 
for $185,000). Placerita produced a filly by Majesticperfection in 
2016 and was bred to Fed Biz for 2017 but is not in foal. “Her 
family has improved since I’ve gotten her,” said Eickhoff. “[Grade 
1 winner] The Big Beast is part of her family.” 

Competing for the partnership of Alvin Haynes, Mitchell 
Haynes, John Ferris, Brad Ward, Pack Pride Racing and trainer 
Greg Burchell, Sticksstatelydude was a pinhook who failed to pan 
out. Burchell spent $40,000 to buy the son of First Dude from 
the Eickhoffs as a weanling at the 2013 Fasig-Tipton Kentucky 
November mixed sale. Burchell and his wife Beth knew the colt 
as they board the Eickhoffs’ mares in Kentucky. 

“They raised the colt,” said Eickhoff. “He was foaled in Vir¬ 
ginia and shipped to Kentucky when he was a few weeks old, so 
they raised him.” 

Sticksstatelydude “was a little on the plain side as a foal,” said 
Eickhoff, adding “but he was really smart and nothing fazed him. 
As a yearling he kind of went through an ugly-duckling period and 
was an RNA [for $30,000 at Keeneland September]. But he turned 
into a nice colt as a 2-year-old.” 

The 2015 Virginia-bred champion 2-year-old colt after break¬ 
ing his maiden at Saratoga and finishing fourth in the Grade 1 
Breeders’ Futurity at Keeneland from three starts, Sticksstately¬ 
dude stepped it up as a 3-year-old. He hit the board in all four 
starts leading to the Discovery, kicking off the season in June 
with a second at Churchill Downs, followed by an allowance win 
at Belmont Park, then was fourth in the Smarty Jones Stakes-G3. 
The Oklahoma Derby-G3 looked to be his breakthrough, but he 
was caught late after leading in deep stretch and finished second. 

Burchell sent Sticksstatelydude to New York to childhood 
friend Kiaran McLaughlin, who was the trainer of record for the 
Discovery win. The lone speed in the race, the colt posted moder¬ 
ate fractions the entire 1% miles and edged away in the stretch to 
win by 1 l A lengths.

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A.n economic impact 
study of the Maryland horse 
industry released in Novem¬ 
ber showed that Maryland 
horse farming brings in more 
than $1.15 billion in econom¬ 
ic activity a year, 23 percent 
higher than the $930 million it 
generated in 2010. 

The survey findings were 
announced at a news confer¬ 
ence at Goucher College in 
Towson. Speaking at the an¬ 
nouncement were Anirban 
Basu, chairman and CEO of 
Sage Policy Group, Joe Barten- 
felder, secretary of the Mary¬ 
land Department of Agricul¬ 
ture, and Dr. Jose Antonio 
Bowen, president of Goucher 
College. 

Also announced was the 
relocation of the Maryland 
Horse Breeders Association 
headquarters from Timonium 
to Goucher College. Gouch¬ 
er is the home of one of the 
nation's premier collegiate 
equestrian programs and is in 
the process of building a new 
equestrian facility on its 287- 
acre campus. 

Top survey findings by the 
Sage Policy Group show that 
the Maryland horse industry 
supports approximately 5,800 
full-time jobs across Maryland 
(9,100 by including indirect 


FTE positions), with nearly 
a half-billion dollars in wage 
and salary income. 

Spending in the horse in¬ 
dustry exceeded $660 million 
in 2015. 

The survey estimates that 
if the current pace of industry 
expansion continues through 
2020, the industry will have 
a $1.5 billion yearly econom¬ 
ic impact on Maryland and 
would support more than 
11,000 jobs with $620 million 
in employee income. 

The findings do not include 
the impact of racetrack opera¬ 
tions, including the Preakness. 
The Preakness alone generates 
more than $30 million in state¬ 
wide economic impact each 
year. 

The Sage Policy Group's 
findings are significant. After 
years of decline, Maryland's 
horse industry, which is inter¬ 
connected and involves more 
than racing, is on the upswing. 

While spending on equip¬ 
ment, personnel and physical 
structures is on the rise, ac¬ 
cording to the report it would 
grow even more quickly if 
there was less uncertainty 
about the State's commitment 
to the current slots funding 
formula. Currently, 7 percent 
of slot machine revenues at 


Maryland casinos are direct¬ 
ed to the Purse Dedication 
Account and the Racetrack 
Facilities Renewal Account at 
Maryland horse racing tracks. 

"Several years ago, Mary¬ 
land's voters and elective rep¬ 
resentatives decided to allow 
the state's horse farming in¬ 
dustry to compete on a more 
level playing field. The result 
has been a thriving horse farm¬ 
ing industry. Back then, the 
industry's in-state economic 
impact had dipped below $1 
billion and was rapidly in de¬ 
cline," said Basu of the Sage 
Policy Group. "Today, impact 
easily exceeds $1 billion, and 
Maryland's industry is regain¬ 
ing lost regional market share. 
This is translating into more 
jobs, higher incomes, better 
entertainment, long-delayed 
physical upgrades, elevated 
tax collections and millions 
of dollars' worth of preserved 
open space." 

The study was sponsored 
by the Maryland Horse Breed¬ 
ers Association and 13 other 
industry partners represent¬ 
ing all aspects of the state's 
equine industry: Cloverleaf 
Standardbred Owner's Asso¬ 
ciation, Fasig-Tipton Midlan- 
tic, Maryland Association for 
Wildlife Conservation, Mary- 







land Horse Council, Mary¬ 
land Horse Industry Board, 
Maryland Jockey Club, Mary¬ 
land Million Ltd., Maryland 
Standardbred Breeders Asso¬ 
ciation, Maryland State Fair, 
Maryland Steeplechase Asso¬ 
ciation, Maryland Thorough¬ 
bred Horsemen's Association, 
Ocean Downs Racetrack and 
Rosecroft Raceway 


"Horses are a critical com¬ 
ponent to Maryland's agricul¬ 
tural industry The continued 
success of Maryland's horse 
industry is an important part 
of growing our economy and 
creating jobs for more Mary¬ 
landers, and it's helping to 
preserve our farmland and 
open spaces as well," said Gov. 
Larry Hogan. 


"I'm so pleased to see Mary¬ 
land's horse industry make 
such a comeback after some 
challenging years. The horse 
industry is a major contribu¬ 
tor to Maryland's agriculture 
economy through hay and 
bedding suppliers, feed stores 
and grain growers, and a mul¬ 
titude of small businesses that 


service the industry," said Sec¬ 
retary Bartenfelder. 

The Sage Policy Group sent 
surveys to more than 1,000 
stakeholders to collect hard, 
operational statistics to drive 
the analysis. Nearly 700 sur¬ 
veys were completed by stake¬ 
holders from every county in 
Maryland. **

"The economic study pro¬ 
vides a clear indication that 
the partnership between the 
state of Maryland and the 
Thoroughbred industry is be¬ 
ginning to produce measur¬ 
able results and mutual ben¬ 
efits. 


The breeding industry 
is rebounding and had the 
largest percentage increase 
in mares bred in 2015 of any 
state. The recent yearling sale 
had very positive results with 
a Maryland-bred colt topping 
the sale at $450,000. 

The confidence within our 
industry that it is on track to 
survive and prosper has en¬ 
ergized the track owners to 
invest hundreds of millions 
of dollars in the facilities at 
Laurel and is further evidence 
of the resurgence of the entire 
industry. 


As we continue to work 
our way back, you can see the 
fences being repaired, new 
roofs on barns, asphalt be¬ 
ing repaired and essentially 
the farms being saved from 
development.

Maryland Fund Stallion Registration Application 

- Registration fee $250 per year - 

(Covers one year—January 1 through December 31 inclusive) 

Stallion bonuses are generated by registered Maryland-bred offspring every time they finish in the top three in races in the 
state. However, no bonus will be paid unless stallion is properly registered as a Maryland stallion each year with the MHBA. The 
registration fee is $250 and must be renewed annually Registration should be made when stallion's first foals reach racing age. 

Although registration may be made at any time, no bonus will be paid on any race unless the stallion was registered prior to the 
running of said race. Registration is effective when fee is received, not when post marked. 

If the stallion died, retired from active duty, or left the state after July 15, 2004, he should be kept eligible for stallion bonuses by 
payment of the proper fee until those foals that were conceived in Maryland cease to race. 


09.10.01.49 Rewards to Breeders — Maryland-Bred Rules 

A. For the purposes of this regulation: 

(3) A Maryland stallion is a stallion that is: 

(a) In Maryland for at least one full breeding season, which begins on February 15 and ends after July 15 of each year; or 

(b) Brought into Maryland subsequent to the start of the breeding season and approved as a Maryland 

stallion by the Registration Committee of the Maryland Horse Breeders Association; 

(4) The owner of Maryland stallion qualifies for a stallion owner award if: 

(a) The person was the owner at the time that a registered Maryland-bred sired by the stallion was conceived and the 

conception occurred during the Maryland breeding season as described in §A(3)(a) of this regulation; and 

(b) The stallion is registered annually with the Maryland Horse Breeders Association.

Bonuses paid for races at Maryland tracks 
October 1 to October 31,2016

Rainbow Heir finds turf success 
$75,000 Gin Rummy Champ 


N ew Farm’s homebred Rainbow Heir, a runaway stakes 
winner on dirt this past summer at Monmouth Park, 
earned his first victory on the grass by catching graded stakes- 
placed favorite Summation Time in mid-stretch and rolling 
past to a 1 ^-length score in the $75,000 Gin Rummy Champ 
Stakes at 5 furlongs Nov. 26 at Gulfstream Park West. 

After getting squeezed out of the gate from Post 4, Rainbow 
Heir settled near the back of the eight-horse field before 
moving to save ground along the hedge as 40-1 long shot Zeus 
Odin rocketed through a quarter-mile in 21.50 seconds. 

Summation Time got off slowly but soon found himself in a 
stalking spot on the inside, taking over the lead through a half- 
mile in :44.70. Jockey Trevor McCarthy swung Rainbow Heir 
outside as the field approached the stretch and they steadily 
gained on the leader and sprinted past to hit the wire in :56.12 
over the firm turf course. 

Summation Time was a clear second, 5% lengths ahead of 
late-running El Deal. 

It was the second win from four 2016 starts and first 
in three career tries on grass for the Jason Servis-trained 
Rainbow Heir, a son of Wildcat Heir who won the off-the-turf 
Wolf Hill Stakes by 7% lengths July 10 at Monmouth Park. 
Third in a four-horse photo finish in the Aug. 20 Troy Stakes 
over the Saratoga turf, he was a close third in the Hall of Fame 



Stakes Sept. 17 at Parx going 5 furlongs on the main track in 
his previous start. 

The 2014 New Jersey-bred Horse of the Year at 4, and a 
three-time state-bred champion, Rainbow Heir has career 
earnings of $502,695.

It was a good day to spread 
the word about our associa¬ 
tion, heartwarming to see so 
many Thoroughbreds with 
second careers, and satisfying 
to support such a worthy 
cause. I am hopeful that we 
will be adding some new mem¬ 
bers to our roster.

Sloane Ranger: Always a Itooper

Racing fans will remember Sloane 
Ranger as he was on the racetrack: a gritty, 
hard-knocking Pennsylvania-bred that 
earned over half a million dollars. Now he is 
enjoying a second career overjumps in the 
show ring, proving once again that off-track 
Thoroughbreds have a wide array of options 
for a second career. 

Vicky Schowe bred and raced Sloane 
Ranger, who defied the odds from birth. 
“Being a small breeder, he was an absolute 
gift,” Schowe said. “He was the only horse I 
bred that year, and she was my only brood¬ 
mare.” 

Sloane Ranger, a son of Parker’s Storm 
Cat, was foaled in 2006 from the winning 
You and I mare Toppenish, who almost 
didn't survive the night. “The mare colicked 
when he was born,” Schowe recalled. “She 
went to New Bolton and they wound up 
doing colic surgery, but because she wasn't 
insured they asked me if I wanted to put 
her down instead. I couldn't do that to a 
horse, and I’d had her since she was 3. 
Through the whole thing, her colt was very 
stoic. He behaved himself so well, almost 
as if he knew he had to behave himself, so 
my younger daughter and I started calling 
him Trooper. That's what his barn name 
became." 

“Trooper” would grow up to be Sloane 
Ranger, named for the United Kingdom term 
of a young upper-class person pursuing a 
fashionable lifestyle. He was quirky, Schowe 
noted, he “didn’t like to be touched on the 



head, and always had a lot of energy, but he 
was also funny.” Sloane Ranger liked to race 
a filly that he was turned out with in the pad- 
dock as a youngster, but would often “cheat” 
by cutting across the field while she ran the 
perimeter. “He would meet her on the other 
side, as if to say ‘I'm not going the whole 
way around!’” 

Despite his "goofball” tendencies off 
the track, Schowe saw a difference in her 
silly gelding once he got into serious train¬ 
ing. Under the tutelage of trainer Martin 
Ciresa, Sloane Ranger took to training well 
approaching his first career start.

Dismissed at 12-1 in his Penn 
National debut on July 31,2009, Sloane 
Ranger romped home by 7 lengths. "My 
husband and I were watching the race, 
and when he pulled away and crossed the 
wire we looked at each other and said, 
‘Was that Trooper!?’ That kind of effort 
normally doesn't happen in a first start, 
and we had no expectations.” 

Sloane Ranger bounced around the 
Pennsylvania circuit, picking up a handful 
of thirds and a second, but didn’t win 
again until November 2010, when he 
added a IMe-mile allowance race by 5% 
lengths. From there he blossomed, ready 
to have an outstanding year in 2011. 

Starting with an allowance win at Parx 
Racing in January, Sloane Ranger hit the 
board seven consecutive times through 
July. Fie picked up his first stakes-plac- 
ing when second in the $75,000 Docent 
Stakes in June, a preview of the future. 

That fall’s $100,000 Maryland Million 
Sprint Handicap at Laurel Park is a race 
that still stands out to Schowe. Sloane 
Ranger scored by a half-length, stopping 
the clock in 1:10.15 over eight rivals. 

“That was a wonderful event,” she said. 
“They really treat the owners very well.” 

Showing his typical gameness, 

Sloane Ranger often ran hard against 
tough stakes competition and almost 


always picked up a check. He was third 
in the $150,000 Frank J. De Francis 
Memorial Dash, second in the $75,000 
Lyman Handicap, and won the $150,000 
Donald LeVine Memorial in 2012. That 
race set him up for Schowe’s favorite 
effort of “Trooper’s” career; the $200,000 
Monmouth Cup-G2. Sloane Ranger fin¬ 
ished third after dueling with eventual win¬ 
ner Rule through much of the 1 -mile race. 
Multiple Grade 1 winner Flat Out finished a 
head in front of Sloane Ranger for second. 

He added one more stakes race, the 
$75,000 Banjo Picker Sprint, but in 2013 
and 2014 Sloane Ranger lost a step, 
eventually struggling in allowance class 
races. “Those allowances were stakes 
level,” Schowe said. “If he’s just going to 
be in against such stiff competition, even 
if he always ran his heart out, we had to 
do what’s right by the horse. He deserved 
a good life, and I think now he has a great 
one where he's really enjoying himself.” 

Sloane Ranger was retired with 
$540,004 in earnings and eight wins, six 
seconds and nine thirds in 41 starts. He 
returned home to live with Schowe, who 
quickly realized her horse needed a job. 
“He was home for a while, but he’s very 
athletic and he needed to do something.” 

Schowe turned the horse over to 
Brooks VonNieda, who has retrained 


numerous off-track Thoroughbreds at 
her Straight Up Stables, a 50-acre farm 
in Nottingham that offers boarding, sales 
and horse shows. "I find their niche and 
move them on to other homes, but he was 
a special case,” VonNieda said. “My best 
friend's daughter, Devon Williams, has 
been riding my sales horses for years, and 
when she started riding [Trooper] they just 
connected. I gave her the horse, and he 
jumps phenomenally.” 

Sloane Ranger kept his name for the 
show ring, is still known as Trooper around 
the barn, and is settling into his new 
life well. “The environment of the shows 
made him ready to race at first,” VonNieda 
said. “It takes time to get acclimated, but 
each place we take him to he gets more 
relaxed.” 

Trooper’s personality still shines 
through. He is kind, curious and pushy, but 
“not in a bad way,” VonNieda added. “He 
knows what he wants, in a goofy way.” 

Schowe misses her horse, but knows 
he is in the best home possible. “I never 
thought I’d ever have a horse like that. I 
got many moments of enjoyment out of 
him, and I hated to give him away, but it 
was the right thing to do. You just can’t 
put a horse like that out in a field to do 
nothing. He's a beautiful memory.”

Fast forward almost 30 years. Businessman Ross owns 
horses by himself, competing as DARRS, Inc., which stands 
for David A. Ross Racing Stables. In just this year, his horses 
have amassed $1,137,192 in purse earnings from 92 starts. 
He also is involved in racing partnerships, and employs 
the services of three trainers to handle his horses --- Tony 
Dutrow, Mike Stidham and Brendan Walsh. 

After all these years of horse ownership, Ross is 
currently enjoying success from what may be his best horse 
ever. During his first three years of competition, a Tapit 
gelding named Scuba earned a respectable $98,725 --- not 
a head turning figure but certainly respectable. In 2016 
though, the 5 year old has kicked it up several notches and 
has bankrolled $448,366 this year alone. 



Under the guidance of Ross and his current team that 
includes racing manager James Breeden, trainer Brendan 
Walsh, and jockey Kendrick Carmouche along with other 
support staff, Scuba has competed in five consecutive stakes 
races since July 1st and has won three straight. Some strategy 
changes by the decision makers have led to this turnaround. 

“He had been training well when we got him as a three year old at a 
dispersal sale in November, 2014,” said Ross. “I liked him as a dirt horse then 
and James liked him for poly track surface races. He is a big, nice horse but 
to that point, had only competed over turf.” 

In 13 starts since Ross bought Scuba, the Kentucky bred has finished 
no worse than third. After winning his first post-purchase start at Laurel 
in December, 2014, Scuba earned $51,520 from four starts in 2015 then

who had trained

begin stretching Scuba out from that point on. That strategy really took 
hold during the Greenwood Cup Stakes at Parx on Labor Day weekend. 

The longer distance — 1 1/2 miles — and a rider change to Kendrick 
Carmouche, helped trigger the current win streak. 

After winning the 1 5/8ths miles Temperence Hill Stakes at Belmont 
October 2nd, Ross and his team had a decision to make about Scubas next 
start. “I was reluctant to send him out into graded stakes company again, 
especially out west,” said Ross. “In past years, I raced two different horses in

While attending Washington & Jefferson College in 
Washington, Pennsylvania, student David Ross was exposed 
to horse racing via a roommate who taught him the art of 
handicapping races at The Meadows, the closest track to the 
private liberal arts college.

Virginia-Bred Owners Bonus Program Extended For 2017! 


The Virginia Racing Commission approved extension of the current HBPA/VTA Mid-Atlantic bonus program 
through all of 2017. The owners of Virginia-bred and sired horses that compete and win an overnite race at tracks 
in the following Mid-Atlantic states in 2017 will receive a 25% bonus in addition to their purse winnings: New 
York, Pennsylvania, Maryland, Delaware, New Jersey and West Virginia. Details are at www.vabred.org. 









California and didn’t have a lot of success. They both bled and faded. The 
Marathon Stakes at Santa Anita was the right distance and it was part of the 
Breeders’ Cup program. After thinking about it for a few weeks, I made a last 
minute decision to enter.” 

That decision paid dividends as Scuba raced close to the front through 
the first three-eights, then powered ahead to win the 13/4 mile, Grade 2 
stakes by 4 1/4 lengths in 2:58.20. Carmouche was riding his first dirt race 
ever at Santa Anita. 


Grade 2 Connaught Stakes at the same track on June 5th. 

“I think Scuba stands out among them though,” said Ross. “The best part 
about being an owner is to see when a plan for success comes to fruition. It’s 
not just the jockey or trainer, but the whole support staff that’s involved in 
obtaining that success. The second half of this year, given the run Scuba has 
been on, has been especially gratifying. It’s been solid teamwork all around 
and as the owner, I have respect for every piece of the business and the role 
every person plays in reaching that success.” 


“It’s great to see a horse come into its own,” said Ross. “Before deciding 
to move forward with the Marathon, I did a lot of research on the track 
at Santa Anita, from the stretch run to its days using a poly surface then a 
dirt track, and to the newer dirt surface they put down two years ago. I told 
Kendrick the size of the track is comparable to Parx, where he’s had a lot of 
success, and after that conversation, his confidence soared.” 

Breeden, who has been Ross’s Racing Manager for the past eight years, 
said Scuba is based at Ocala, Florida now and will get the winter months 
off. “There really aren’t any races for him this time of year but we’ll continue 
to seek out those longer distance racing opportunities in 2017.” In their 
business relationship, Breeden selects the horses for Ross to consider buying, 
and Ross goes through the pedigree process. 

Looking back on his career as a thoroughbred horse owner, David Ross 
notes his three most memorable horses. Perfect Officer finished third in the 
2011 Breeders’ Cup Turf Sprint and won the Grade 3 Shakerstown Stakes 
at Keeneland the next year. He ended his career with $624,051 in earnings. 
Six year old Bye Bye Bernie won the Grade 2 Nearctic Stakes at Woodbine 
in 2015 and has earned over $376,000. He most recently took third in the 


“My role as an owner is to decide where the horse runs and to figure out 
how the race sets up,” he added. “I enjoy speed handicapping, to see how the 
race will set up early on. If I can pass that information on to the jockey, it 
can only help. Sometimes I calculate it right and sometimes I don’t.” 

In addition to owning horses, Ross heads Atlantic Realty, a company 
that develops and manages commercial real estate in Northern Virginia. 

Ross has also been a leader in the Virginia racing industry for years and is 
currently President of the Virginia HBPA. He also is a Board member of the 
Virginia Equine Alliance (VEA), which is actively seeking a new home for 
thoroughbred racing in the Commonwealth. Negotiations continue to move 
forward with Morven Park in Leesburg as that new potential home. 

“I think Virginia racing has a bright future,” said Ross. “This is a historic 
state and has a great history with the thoroughbred horse. The legislature has 
been very supportive of seeing racing continue. Nobody is abandoning the 
horsemen,” added Ross. “It’s actually quite the opposite. They are embracing 
them even more now. Everyone recognizes the value Virginia racing has, so 
it’s just a matter of time before we see it prosper.”

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West Virginia Futurity sweep

T he futurity is one of the last true 
vestiges where in the words of 
local horsemen, "you've got to 
pay to play." 

One family to espouse that 
philosophy and has often 
capitalized on its infrequent format, 
is the Casey family and their Taylor 
Mountain Farm. Their attention to 
detail and focus on improving their 
homegrown creations produced a 
dynamic rarity in the West Virginia 
Futurity Nov. 19 at Charles Town. 

As the 7-furlong race unfolded 
and the field of six 2-year-olds made 
progress towards the top of the lane, 
it became readily apparent that the 
father and son duo of James W. 
Casey and John A. Casey were in 
position to place in the top four spots. 

Considering how difficult it is to 
win a race, let alone a stakes, it is an 
extraordinary accomplishment to 
sweep the top four spots. 

I Need You, a son of home stallion 
Denis of Cork, came home the 
winner. John Casey owns, trains and 
bred the dark bay gelding, who 
provided the popular horseman 


with a brief positive respite while 
recovering from recent open heart 
surgery. 

The West Virginia Futurity is 
assigned a purse of $50,000, but 
once all the added monies and fees 
were calculated, it expanded to 
over $74,000 in value, with $44,460 
going to the winner. 

Entering the race as a maiden, 

I Need You garnered considerable 
attention after hitting the board in 
the Henry Mercer Memorial Stakes 
and Tri-State Futurity. 

Jockey Yamil Rosario was handed 
the riding assignment on the lanky 
February foal and made the most 
of his golden opportunity to drive 
home a 1 V 2 -length winner. I Need 
You is the 10th winner from 10 starters 
for Casey's wonderful mare Ginger 
Crumb, a daughter of Hansel who 
has also produced 2009 West Virginia 
Futurity winner I Got a Answer 
and additional stakes performers 
Comeonletsplay, Hold On Tight and 
Too Much to Do. 

Filling out the next three places 
were runners owned in the name 


of Taylor Mountain Farm, trained by 
James W. Casey, and all by Taylor 
Mountain stallions. 

Candy Man One, a son of 
Windsor Castle, stalked the tepid 
early pace, just ahead of I Need 
You, and tenaciously held on to 
finish second.The dark bay gelding 
becomes the latest stakes performer 
for his dam Candy One, a daughter 
of Yankee Victor who is best known 
for producing West Virginia sprinter 
extraordinaire Greenway Court, an 
earner of $422,222 and three-time 
winner of the West Virginia Dash for 
Cash Breeders Classic Stakes, and 
Candy Man's Girl, winner of the 2016 
West Virginia "Cavada" Breeders 
Classic Stakes. 

Checking in third was Laso the 
Man, a son of the late leading sire 
Charitable Man. Out of Short Cake 
Lass, by Goldminers Gold, Laso the 
Man also finished third in the Tri-State 
Futurity. 

Fourth place went to the 3-5 
fan favorite Jacky's Man, another 
Charitable Man son who was third in 
the West Virginia Vincent Moscarelli 
Memorial Breeders Classics Stakes. 
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Russell’s next ATM machine 


A s we seamlessly transition from 
the season of 'Thanks' to the 
season of'Giving/ one local 
horseman has been blessed with 
more than his share of good fortune. 

Owner Mark Russell, best known 
for campaigning the one and only 
Russell Road, now seems destined 
to begin a new quest towards West 
Virginia racing supremacy with 
another talented runner. Charitable 
Annuity 

The son of Charitable Man is 
making sizable inroads in an attempt 
to climb out of the shadow of his 
former stablemate, most notably 
by his recent impressive score in the 
Swatara Stakes at Penn National 
Nov 23. 

The $100,000 guaranteed race 
drew a field of eight, many with 
substantial earnings and resumes in 
tow. 

The lone West Virginia-bred in the 
imposing gathering certainly more 
than held his own as he resolutely 
closed from far back to secure the 
lion's share of the purse, winning by 
P /4 lengths under jockey Antonio 
Lopez, who is rapidly acquiring the 


title of Charles Town's big money 
rider. 

Trained by James W. Casey, 
Charitable Annuity finished his 
4-year-old season in grand style, 
much like his 3-year-old campaign. 

As a sophomore in 2015, 
Charitable Annuity took the measure 
of older rivals in the $500,000 West 
Virginia Breeders Classic in October 
and followed that effort less than 
a month later with a yeoman-like 
score in the A Huevo Stakes. 

This year, he found the track 
condition (sloppy) on Breeders 
Classic night somewhat puzzling and 
winner Slip the Cable's performance 
mesmerizing as he failed to repeat in 
his ultimate goal, finishing second. 

He returned to defend his title in 
the A Huevo, turning the tables on 
Slip the Cable, who finished nearly 
3 lengths back in second. 

Obviously, Charitable Annuity has 
big shoes to try and fill when one 
compares him to Russell Road, the 
winner of over $2 million. Charitable 
Annuity has earned $658,040, with 13 
wins in 21 starts over two seasons of 
racing.

He doesn't sport the versatility 
of Russell Road, who won from 472 
furlongs to 1 Vs miles, but Charitable 
Annuity relishes added ground, 
where America's lucrative purses 
reign supreme. 

Bred by Donald L. Duvall, 
Charitable Annuity is out of Early 
Annuity, a lightly-raced Luftikus filly 
who managed one win from five 
starts. Remarkably, Early Annuity is a 
half-sister to Russell Road, as both are 
out of the Verification mare Roberta 
Crump. 

Russell Road, a son of Wheaton, 
retired with a record of 31 wins, 14 
seconds and five thirds in 62 starts, 
captured 22 stakes, and will always 
be a crown jewel for owner Russell 
and trainer Casey. 

Amazingly, in this tenuous and 
fragile world of Thoroughbred horse 
racing, one owner has captured 
lightning in a bottle on multiple 
occasions. For nine years, Russell 
Road faithfully thrilled the fans at 
Charles Town before retiring in 2016.

Numbers 
game for 
Taylor Mountain 
stallions 

T he third race at Charles Town 
on the evening of Nov. 18 
went postward with eight

In 2016, the National Steeplechase Asso¬ 
ciation communicated a message through the 
Thoroughbred industry, both in the United 
States and internationally. The message was: 
Watch us grow. 

The brief sentence was much more than an 
advertising slogan. It is reality. For six consecu¬ 
tive years since 2011, the NSA has increased its 
purses. For the second year in a row, the NSA 
achieved record purses, and it exceeded $6-mil- 
lion for the first time, growing to $6,138,810 in 
2016. Since 2011, purses paid to owners have 
increased by almost 40%. 

The growth did not happen by itself. The 
NSA’s race meets, recognizing the importance 
of purse payments to the future of the sport, 
stepped up impressively and provided year-to- 
year increases from 2015 levels. Purses gener¬ 
ated by the race meets climbed an impressive 
8.8% in 2016. 

Double-digit percentage increases were 
posted by no fewer than nine race meets. Far 
Hills Races recorded the highest purses ever for 
a continuing race meet, nearly $700,000, and 
the International Gold Cup rose impressively to 
become the sport’s second-leading race meet by 
purse payments at $484,500. The Marion duPont 
Scott Colonial Cup raised its purses by a third, 
and Virginia Fall notched an increase exceeding 
28%. Also posting a significant increase was 
Shawan Downs, up 23.2%. 

Total starts continued to grow, increasing 
more than 3% to 1,444. Even with more starts, 
the average earnings per start grew to $4,251. 
Average purse per race, an important yardstick 
for evaluating how much is at stake each time 


an owner sends a horse onto the course, was 
$33,545, up more than $2,500 from 2015. 

Higher purses advance two important objec¬ 
tives of the National Steeplechase Association. 
Increased purses help to attract new owners and 
retain current ones, a key goal of the NSA’s Pro¬ 


motion and Growth Committee. Bigger purses 
for stakes races such as the Grand National 
(Gr. 1), Calvin Houghland Iroquois (Gr. 1), and 
Marion duPont Scott also are important in at¬ 
tracting international participation in NSA races. 
All three had overseas competitors. 


























Rawnaq crowned NSA champion 


Irv Naylor’s Rawnaq, winner of two Grade 1 
classics, was crowned as the National Steeple¬ 
chase Association’s Lonesome Glory Champi¬ 
ons Award winner for 2016 and became a heavy 
favorite to be the year’s Eclipse Award winner. 

Naylor, who smashed his own earnings record 
for an owner and fell just short of $1-million 
in purses, was honored as the year’s leading 
owner at a dinner and awards ceremony held at 
the Springdale Race Course in Camden, S.C., 
on Nov. 19. 

Rawnaq, a Irish-bred nine-year-old who was 
imported in the summer of2015, won $387,000 
from three wins in four starts. He began the 2016 
season with a smashing victory in the Temple 
Gwathmey (Gr. 3) and then courageously fended 
off two Irish invaders to win the $200,000 
Calvin Houghland Iroquois (Gr. 1), a victory 
that earned him a shot at the $500,000 Brown 
Advisory Cheltenham-Iroquois Challenge if he 
can win the Ryanair World Hurdle on March 16 
at Cheltenham Race Course. 

Rawnaq also faced overseas challengers in the 
$350,000 Grand National (Gr. 1) at Far Hills, but 
he was easily up to the challenge and defeated 
Bruton Street-US’s Scorpiancer in the year’s 
richest steeplechase race. 

The only blemish on his 2016 record was 
his second straight second-place finish in the 
$150,000 Marion duPont Scott Colonial Cup 
(Gr. 1), held a few hours before the awards 
ceremony at the Springdale course. 

Jack Fisher, who topped $1-million in earn¬ 
ings for the second straight year, was crowned 
the champion trainer by wins for the fourth 
straight year and was the earnings leaders for 
the third straight time. 

Kieran Norris turned back a challenge from 
five-time champion Paddy Young to win his first

jockey championship by wins. Sean McDermott 
was the leading jockey by purse earnings. Bren¬ 
dan Crowley won the year’s final race to break 
a tie with Connor Hankin and claim the year’s 
apprentice jockey title. 

Hankin, who closed out his steeplechase 
career in August and entered the U.S. Marine 
Corps, was the year’s champion amateur jockey. 

Owner-trainer F. Hill Parker’s Get Ready 
Set Goes, underdog winner of the Mrs. Ogden 
Phipps Stakes at Saratoga Race Course and Far

Officer’s Oath, undefeated in his two starts 
over fences, was crowned as the year’s cham¬ 
pion three-year-old. Owned by S. Bruce Smart 
Jr., the Luftikus gelding was bred in Virginia 
by the Daybreak Stables of his trainer, Jimmy 
Day. He also was a two-time winner on the flat 
at Charles Town Races.

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History Lessons 

J.O. Tobin: An unconventional sprint champion 


In the 20th century, 63 runners bred in the Mid- 
Atlantic were named national champions. Mid- 
Atlantic Thoroughbred takes a look at one of 
those luminaries. 

J .O. Tobin was a champion at 2 in Eng¬ 
land and became a footnote in history 
when he won the Swaps Stakes-Gl the 
next year, handing Triple Crown champion 
Seattle Slew his first defeat. At 4, J.O. Tobin 
ran at distances of 7 furlongs to 1% miles, 
on dirt and turf, and shared an Eclipse 
Award with Dr. Patches as champion 
sprinter. What a long, strange trip to a 
sprint championship. 

Bred by Californian George Pope and 
named for one of Pope’s longtime friends, 
J.O. Tobin was foaled at Windfields Farm in 
Chesapeake City, Md., March 28, 1974, 
when his dam Hill Shade (by Hillary) was 
there to be bred to Northern Dancer (the 
resulting foal was stakes-winning filly Fairy 
Dance). Pope’s homebred Hill Shade was a 
multiple stakes winner in England and her 
first foal, *Mysterious, was one of the top 
3-year-old fillies in England in 1973, count¬ 
ing five wins in eight starts, including the 
Epsom Oaks-Gl and One Thousand 
Guineas-Gl, for trainer Sir Noel Murless. 

A son of 2-year-old champion Never 
Bend, J.O. Tobin was sent to Murless and

rattled off three wins in three starts in 
England as a juvenile. He earned his cham¬ 
pionship with easy scores in the Group 2 
Richmond and Champagne Stakes. Upon 
Murless’ retirement that year, J.O. Tobin 
was shipped to trainer John Adams in 
California to prepare for the U.S. classics. 

The nearly black colt ran twice—placing 
second in a 6-furlong allowance in his U.S. 
debut in March at Santa Anita, and winning 
the Coronado Handicap at 1 mile on the 
turf in April at Hollywood Park—before 
crossing the country for the Preakness 
Stakes. He finished fifth, beaten nearly 6 
lengths by Seattle Slew. 


Two months later in California, J.O. 
Tobin thumped the undefeated Triple 
Crown hero, scoring by 8 lengths while 
setting every fraction of Hollywood Park’s 
114-mile Swaps (in 1:58.60). 

J.O. Tobin’s speed was put on display 
repeatedly in 1978, as he finished in the top 
three in eight of nine starts, all stakes, 
through July after shifting to the barn of 
Laz Barrera. 

He kicked off the year in the Grade 2 
Malibu at 7 furlongs, leading by daylight at 
every call to win by 514 lengths. Four solid 
efforts beyond a mile (with wins in the San 
Bernardino-G2 on the turf and Premiere 
Handicap) were followed by a score in the 
7-furlong Grade 2 Los Angeles, in 1:21.40 
while carrying 130 pounds. 

His final two career wins came in the 
1146-mile Californian-Gl at Hollywood in 
May and 7-furlong Tom Fool at Belmont in 
July, the latter handily by 614 lengths in 
1:20.80 while toting 129 pounds, a result 
which left a lasting impression on voters. 

J.O. Tobin retired to Spendthrift Farm 
with a record of 21-12-2-2 and earnings 
of $659,555. His stud career was modest, 
with 24 stakes winners from 500 foals. As 
a broodmare sire his record was better, 
topped by champion sprinter Cardmania. 


From an old sportsman to a young one 


The National Sporting Library 
and Museum in Middleburg, Ha., 
is dedicated to preserving, sharing 
and promoting the literature, art and 
culture of horse and field sports.

T he National Sporting 

Library and Museum has 
more than 27,000 books 
and almost all of them have been 
donated by the sporting commu¬ 
nity. That often means that per¬ 
sonal connections are docu¬ 
mented in the books. NSLM 
staffers came across such a con¬ 
nection recendy in a copy of A. 
Henry Higgins on’s Letters from an 
Old Sportsman to a Young One. 

The book was owned by 
Lester Karow, one of the four 
founders of the NSLM. He

donated the copy to the collection in 
1957. Pasted into the endpapers are two 
items. The first is a clipping from a 1942 
issue of the Chronicle of the Horse , where 
Karow recommends Letters from an Old 
Sportsman. “You will find it delightful 
reading and if you have not all of the 
other books written by Mr. A. Henry 
Higginson,” he writes, “I would strongly 
recommend these books to all lovers of 
horses.” 

Accompanying this clipping is a letter 
of thanks from Higginson to Karow 
regarding the comment. It is from 
England, where Higginson had taken up 
residence in 1934. 

“I feel I must write to thank you for 
the charming quip you say about my 
books,” writes Higginson. “If my books 
have given you pleasure as it seems they 
have, I am doubly repaid.” 

It’s a letter from an old sportsman to 
a young one, and Karow’s gift to NSLM 
included the letter that documents a con¬ 
nection still readable today.

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Looking Back 


25years ago 

I Trainer Janet Elliot sent out the 
winners of five of the seven most 
important steeplechase events in 1991 
and ended “The Streak” of her former 
employer Jonathan Sheppard of 18 
consecutive years as leading trainer. The 
lucrative Far Hills meet in New Jersey 
helped secure the tide, and produced a 
racing oddity—in the first three races of 
the day she had four wins, as her duo of 
Declare Your Wish and Double Barrel 
finished in a dead heat for first in the 
$100,000 Grand National. 

I One of the top juveniles in Europe 
was Maryland-bred Seattle Rhyme, winner 
of England’s final group race in 1991, the 
Group 1 Racing Post Trophy at Doncaster. 
Bred by Gerhard von Finck, Seattle Rhyme 
was foaled at Jervie and Sharon Marshall’s 
Whitehackle Farm in Upperco, when his 
dam Golden Rhyme (Ire) was there to be

bred back to Whitehackle stallion Sort, 
whom von Finck owned shares in. 

I New Jersey would have year-round 
racing for the first time in 1992. A total 
of 323 racing dates were assigned to the 
state’s four Thoroughbred tracks: Garden 
State, Monmouth, Atlantic City and 
Meadowlands. 

Attempts by the New Jersey Racing 
Commission to prevent a conflict between 
Garden State and Philadelphia Park failed. 
So the neighboring Delaware Valley tracks 
were to be in direct competition for the 
first five months of the year. 

I Although its future was shaky, Charles 
Town applied for 1992 racing dates. Track 
president D. Keith Wagner said the track 
would seek a 12-month schedule. “The 
racing dates are similar to what we’ve 
had in past years,” he said. “We owe it 
to our employees to operate year-round, 
with a full five-day a week paycheck.” 


75years ago 

I For a fourth consecutive year, the 
leading Maryland sire was William L. 
Brann’s *Challenger II, who appeared on 
the cover of the magazine. A 14-year- 
old son of Swynford standing at Glade 
Valley Farm near Frederick, *Challenger 
II’s best runner of 1941 was the top-class 
handicap horse Pictor.

I Ed Christmas, the youngest of the 
training Christmas brothers from Upper 
Marlboro, Md., was named new trainer for 
William Brann’s highly successful stable, 
following the death of Frank Walker. The 
report noted “Christmas, a careful, com¬ 
petent horseman, has made his progress 
the Lard way’ and knows his business.” 

That spring, the best horse Christmas would 
ever train was born at Brann’s Glade Valley 
Farm , future champion and Hall of Famer 
Gallorette, a daughter of * Challenger II 


I Photographed on a cold January day 
at Sagamore Farm in Glyndon, Md., were 
the four stallions standing there in 1942. 
The all-chestnut quartet was led by “Iron 
Horse” Discovery. The others were cham¬ 
pion filly Petrify’s sire Identify, Preakness 
winner Dauber, and “the handsome son 
of *Teddy” Tedious. 

I Walter Chrysler Jr. completed the move 
of all his bloodstock, save his just-turned 
yearlings, from Stadacona Farms in Mary¬ 
land to his new establishment, North 
Wales, in Warrenton, Va. The young part- 
owner of *Bahram and *Quatre Bras II, 
and sole owner of his rugged namesake 
*Chrysler II, was standing those stallions 
as well as Preakness winner Head Play at 
the new farm. Undefeated English Triple 
Crown winner *Bahram was booked full, 
with applications being taken for the 1943 
season. His $2,500 stud fee was more than 
double that of *Challenger II ($1,200) and 
well over that for Discovery, who stood 
for $1,500. 

I Veteran racing judge and journalist 
John H. Anderson, better known under 
his nom de plume of “Parole” or as “The 
Judge” died at age 90. “All his life was 
wrapped up in racing, which he watched, 
read, studied and wagered on daily from 
dawn to dusk.” 
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50years ago 

I The 1966 Maryland-bred champions 
were named and it came as no surprise 
that Kauai King, the first state-bred to 
win the Kentucky Derby, was Horse of 
the Year. Among the other champions 
were Politely, Tuscalee and Native Prince. 
The latter, the champion 2-year-old male, 
was a son of Sagamore Farm’s Native 
Dancer, as was Kauai King, who was 
ready to start his first season alongside his 
sire at the farm in Glyndon, Md. 

I Sagamore owner Alfred Gwynne 
Vanderbilt was famous for cleverly 
naming his homebreds. The challenge 
for the crop of 1965 was the first set 
of twins foaled and raised at the farm. 
Vanderbilt’s monikers for the just turned 
2-year-old geldings by *Cavan out of 
Sit This Out? Sit Down and Sit Up. 

I The annual stallion issue was full of 
facts and figures about the state’s breeding 
industry. One highlight was, since the 
inception of the Maryland Fund Program 
in 1962, Maryland stallions standing for 
$2,500 or more had quintupled over the 
five-year period, to 11. In 1961 there 
were two. All 11 stallions were pictured, 


10years ago 

I After capturing the Breeders’ Cup 
Sprint-G1 at Churchill Downs three weeks 
earlier, Thor’s Echo was shipped to Laurel 
Park by California trainer Doug O’Neill 
for the Frank J. De Francis Memorial 
Dash-Gl in an attempt to nail down an 
Eclipse Award. When Laurel president 
Lou Raffetto moved the date of the Dash 
to November in 2001, it was done for that 
precise reason-to give Breeders’ Cup run¬ 
ners one more opportunity to win a Grade 
1 sprint before voting began. Thor’s Echo, 
a son of Swiss Yodeler owned by Royce 
S. Jaime Racing Stable and Suarez Rac¬ 
ing, got the job done while recording the 
third-fastest time in the 17-year history of 
the race. 

Thor’s Echo was awarded the Eclipse for 
champion sprinter of 2006. 

I Fair Hill-based trainers Michael Matz 
and Graham Motion accounted for a 
win and two seconds at the Breeders’ 

Cup World Championships at Churchill 
Downs. Matz saddled Rick Porter’s Round 
Pond to victory in the Breeders’ Cup Dis¬ 
taff, while Motion’s runners Better Talk 
Now and Film Maker finished second in

and leading the way was Native Dancer, 
standing for $20,000. 

There were 208 stallions on the 
Maryland roster for the 1967 breeding 
season. 

I A massive statistical project was 
compiled by Joe Hickey, providing charts 
and lists of all Maryland-bred stakes 
winners from 1940-66. Hickey noted that 
the tabulation “constitutes as authoritative 


and complete a compilation as painstaking 
research and available records permit.” 

There were 271 stakes winners bred in 
Maryland during those years, the winners 
of 615 stakes races, and Alfred Gwynne 
Vanderbilt led all breeders by winners (35) 
and wins (110). William Brann was second 
in both categories (12/29). 

I Joseph 
F. Flanagan, 
commission 
steward at 
all Maryland 
tracks for the 
previous 21 years, 
unexpectedly 
retired. The 
74-year-old 
official from 
Monkton, Md., would continue as a 
steward at Delaware Park. “Renowned 
for his honesty, judgment and objectivity, 
Mr. Flanagan has long been a credit to 
the State of Maryland,” it was reported. 

“It was that 100-mile-a-day drive to 
and from Bowie in the middle of winter 
that caused me to retire in Maryland,” said 
Flanagan. 

It was also noted that the former ama¬ 
teur steeplechase rider had been a bach¬ 
elor “up until his marriage last October.” 



the Turf, and Filly and Mare Turf, respec¬ 
tively. 

I For the third time in four years, McDy- 
namo won the Grade 1 Breeders’ Cup 
Grand National and Colonial Cup steeple¬ 
chase stakes to close the National Steeple¬ 
chase Association season, and most likely 
earn another Eclipse Award. Owned by 
Pennsylvanian Michael Moran and trained 
by Sanna Hendriks, McDynamo also 
vaulted past Hall of Famer Lonesome 
Glory as the all-time leading steeplechase 
earner with $1,118,104. 

McDynamo won the Eclipse Award, his 
third, and joined Lonesome Glory in the Hall of 
Fame in 2013. 

I Two leading regional breeders passed 
away in early November. Ruth Funkhous- 
er, 90, was a major force in West Virginia 
for 50 years, not only breeding numer¬ 
ous stakes horses at O’Sullivan Farms in 
Charles Town and standing leading sires, 
but as a founding member of the West 
Virginia Thoroughbred Breeders Associa¬ 
tion. She also helped establish the West 
Virginia Thoroughbred Development 
Fund and West Virginia Breeders Classics.
